Dr. William T. Leacshman, the oldest 
practicing physician In Louisville, died 
of rheumatic inflammation of the heart 
at 2 o’clock yesterday morning at his 
home, 309 East College street. He had 
been falling for some time, his decline 
In health having begun three years ago. 
For several weeks hls friends and rel¬ 
atives realized that he would finally 
succumb to hls illness. Several days 
ego. homer, he was so much better 
that he wets able to walk about the 
utreeta, but Friday morning he was 
unable to leave hls bed. and sank rap¬ 
idly until he passed awuy yesterday 
morning. 

Dr. Leaohman practiced medicine In 
Louloville for half a century, during 
which time he achieved an enviable 
reputation as a diagnostician. His ca¬ 
reer in medicine was unusually bril¬ 
liant. As a young man he was called 
to all parte of the country to consult 
with other physicians, nvAke n diag¬ 
nosis of a case and give professional 
aid both In the capacity of a surgeon

and a physician. At one time he hod 
one of the largest practices of any phy¬ 
sician in the country. His skill and rep¬ 
utation were so great than a few years 
ago at a medical convention In Wash¬ 
ington Dr. Giles Mitchell, of Cincinnati, 
said of him that he was recognized by 
the authorities as without a superior 
os & diagnostician.

Studied Medicine Here. 


Though born in Boyle county. Dr. 
Leachman made hls home In Louisville 
during the greater part of the seventy- 
four years of hls life. After receiving 
tils primary education at the schools 
in Washington county Dr. Lea - 
attended and was graduated with high 
honors from Central University. He 
received his Tned'lcn*! education at tiho 
University of Louimrlllo. Immediately 
after his graduation he accepted u po¬ 
sition as teacher In the chemical de¬ 
partment of the university, but his 
career as a teacher was cut short a 
few months after he accepted the po¬ 
sition, when the University of Louis¬ 
ville caught fire and was burned to the 
ground. Dr. Leaohtnan then began the 
practice of medicine In Louisville at 
the age of twenty-four years, and con¬ 
tinued R until tw r o years ago, when 
he was forced to retire on account of 
poor health. Even then Dr. Leachman 
■was not out of the medical field, as 
until his death he performed labors of 
love and charity among the poor of 
Loulsv llle. 

Not only in Che medical field did 
Dr. Leachmnn become well known, but 
he at one time was prominently identi¬ 
fied with local politics. He had served 
two terms In the School Board and 
one term In the General Council, fill¬ 
ing both positions with honor and cred¬ 
it to himself and to his city. As a 
member of the School Board Dr. 
Leach man was an immense success- 
Beloved by teachers and pupils alike 
hls terms were regarded by him. ac¬ 
cording to members of the family, as 
•‘long years made short because of the 
continual pleasure that they provided." 
Kind and benevolent, Jovial and always 
ready with a Jest, the school children 
always looked forward to tha hours 
that he spent among them.

Attended Soldier Wounded. 


Dr. Leaohman was no«t a veteran of 
tho Civil War, but during the years 
In which the North and South were 
pitted against each other he did much 
charitable work among the sick and 
wounded of both armies. Ho had prac¬ 
ticed medicine here but a few years 
when the war broke out, but hls repu¬ 
tation already vaa widespread and hla 
services were sought everywhere. As 
one of hls old-timo friends said yes¬ 
terday: "He himself did not fight, but 
If It had not been for him and hls role 
of the good Samaritan many another 
man would have been put out of com¬ 
mission during the war." 

Dr. Leachman did not join either 
army because of the fact that though 
he objected to the policy of negro 
slavery, he was a Southerner at heart 
and could not bring himself to fight 
against tho South. The Union army 
drafted him once, but after a consul¬ 
tation with his brother, Harry Leach¬ 
man, who Joined the Northern army. 
Dr. Leachman announced that he

Probably Dr. Leachman owed hls 
success as a physician to the fact that 
he took each and every case to heart 
and gnvo every one of his patients un¬ 
divided attention. A physician, who 
had known him for years, said yester¬ 
day: "Dr. Leachman could not stand 
to see one of hls patients die. Aftei 
doing everything In hls power to ho'.p 
them he seemed to blame himself when 
they died. One night Dr. Leachman 
came to see me and told mo that a 
certain patient of hls would die. Well, 
he died, and several weeks later, when 
1 raw the doctor, he began to talk 
about that patient of his saying: *1

Befriended Orphaned Boya. 

Dr. Leachman was very fond of chil¬ 
dren. There are men living In different 
parts of the United Stales mho owe 
iheir success itx> him. Left orphans 
when they were small children, with no 
guardians to look after them.

Leuchmaa took them Into his home, 
reared and educated them as he did his 
own children, and then sent them out 
In the world well equipped to take oaro 
of themselves.

“HOOSIERS” 


ORIGIN OF THE WORD LONG 
REMAINED A MYSTERY. 


Most of the Theories Fantastic and 
Unsupported By Evidence. 


[Indianapolis Newa] 

Jacob P. Dunn has turned hls histor¬ 
ical searchlight on tho question of the 
origin of the word "Hooslor," and. In 
an interesting paper read before the In¬ 
diana Historical Society (and Just pub¬ 
lished by tho society), thoroughly ex¬ 
hausts Lhe theme. Nearly all of the 
theories that have been advanced on 
the subjeot, such us "Who’s here?" the 
"Hussar," etc., have been fantastic and 
unsupported by substantial evidence or 
reason. Mr. Dunn very properly at¬ 
taches no credence to any of them. 
After careful Investigation and col¬ 
lection of early authorities he concludes 
that the word was first put In print by 
John Finley In his poem, "The Hooaier's 
Nest," published January 1. 1833. This 
Is probably true, though it may have 
been used with a lo^ni application In 
some Southern papers before that. The 
evidence shows beyond doubt that tho 
word Is of old Etnglish origin and was 
In common use in tho South to Indicate 
a rough, uncouth countryman from any 
locality before it was applied distinct¬ 
ively to Indiana or Us citizens. It 
probably w;is applied derisively to In- 
dlanians before Finley appropriated it 
and made It classic. The fact that it 
came Into general use within less than 
a year after the publication of hls 
verses indicates that it may already 
have become a distinctive appellation 
of Indiana when he wrote. Mr. Dunn 
presents several examples of Its news¬ 
paper use os applied to Indiana within 
a year or so after the publication of 
the poem, but here Is one he overlooked. 
Niles’ Register of December 28. 1833, less 
than a year after the publication of 
the poem, said: 

The Hoosler. A new paper with this 
title has lately commenced In Orooncastle. 
Ind.. by J B. Ray. late Governor of that 
State. The following account of the 
origin of the term which forms the some¬ 
what eccentric title of tho newspaper, and 
which Is now In frequent use to designate 
the citizens of the State, we find in the 
Pltt*burg Statesman: “Hoosler—the 

Honsier State. The good citlzenB of our 
sister State of Indiana have been railed 
Mnoslcrs for some time past at homo and 
abroad, sometimes honorably and some¬ 
times the reverse. A« the term has be¬ 
come general It is high time that its 
origin and definition should be as gen¬ 
erally known. Before that section of the 
nubile lands was regularly surveyed, many 
rainlUeslocated and were called snuatters. 
The surveyors on finding one of these 
wouiQ ask. ‘Who's here?* and plar#» the 
name on their map. The question became 
so familiar that on the first view of on- 
smoke of a cabin the exclamation of an¬ 
other ‘Who’s here?* became equally so un- 
t'l It eventuated In tho general term of 
Hoosler." 

The theory here presented as to the 
origin of the word Hoosler la fanciful 
and altogether Improbable, but tho 
publication of the article In Nlle*» 
Register (published at Baltimore) of 
December 28, 1833. copied from a Pitts, 
burg paper or a,previous date, shows 
thnt the word was already then In pret¬ 
ty gcnerul use. In fact, the article 
nays, the word "Is In frequent use," 
and that "citizens of Indiana have 
been called Hooelers for some time 
past, at homo and abroad." 

This rather indicates that the word 
wus specially attached to Indiana and 
her people before Finley used it. But 
the origin and etymology of th«* word 
remain h» much a mystery as ever ex¬ 
cept that It was in common use from 
an early day in «ome parts of the 
South to signify a rough or uncouth 
person. No matter where It originated 
or what It may have meant once tho 
people of Indiana have made It an 
honorable appellation.

Through Judge Alexander P. Humph¬ 
rey, of Louisville, and Melchert Z. 
Stannard. of Jeffersonville, tfip Louis- 
vjile and Jeffersonville Bridge Com¬ 
pany yesterday filed two suits in the 
Clark Circuit Court at Jeffersonville, 
asking that a perpetual restraining or¬ 
der be Issued to prevent the collection 
of a total of $27,937.38 taxes, on the 
ground that the assessment was based 
on a false and Illegal valuation by the 
Board of State Tax Commissioners of 
Indiana. The first suit is against Isaac 
O. Phipps, treasurer of Clark ocnmty, 
Ind., and George B. Parks, Auditor of 
Clark county, Ind. The seoohd Is 
against the city of Jeffersonville and 
Thomas W. Perry, treasurer. The sum¬ 
moned were made returnable on June 
3, and a temporary restraining order 
was Issued until that date. 

The complaints are unumially long, 
and go into a great deal of detail re¬ 
garding the affairs of the company, 
showing what It cost to build the bridge 
and what the earnings from the Louis¬ 
ville and Southern Indiana Traction 
Company are, It being set forth that 
under the contract entered into In 1905 
the Louisville and Jeffersonville Bridge 
iNimpxny Is to receive one and ono- 
quarter cents for each passenger car¬ 
ried across the bridge, which has yield¬ 
ed from $12,000 to $14.0C0 per year. This 
hi the first official statement given out 
showing what the traction line is re¬ 
quired 1 6 pay, but there has be«n a 
great deal of guessing. 

The complaint starts in with the orig¬ 
inal incorporation on August 4. 1887, 
and shows that by a special act of the 
Kentucky Legislature an act was 
passed February 20, 183S. granting Johu 
F. Read, Jonas G. Howard, John C. 
Zulauf, all of Jeffersonville; Dennis 
Long, David Frantz, Jr., Joseph Huff* 
alter, John \V. Baird, Edwari Fulton, 
TOum F. Taffel, all of Louisville, 
their successors and assigns, to build 
a bridge across the Ohllo river at Louis¬ 
ville. It is set forth that afterward, 
by an act of the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
which was approved March 26, 1890, the 
company was given the right to con¬ 
solidate with other similar corporations 
and that on April 25, 1890, the consoli¬ 
dation with the Indiana com.pony was 
made. Afterward the plaintiff. It is 
alleged, was obliged to become the 
owner of the bridge. 

The complaint continues that the 
bridge proper is .48 miles long, .44 of 
which is in Kentucky and .04 in Indi¬ 
ana; that on March 1 , 1906, the valu¬ 
ation was $187,016 In Indiana, and whi 
assessed for taxation as such. After 
the East End Improvement Company 
started to build the bridge. It Ib al¬ 
leged. It became embarrassed financial¬ 
ly, and to raise funds to complete the 
structure a mortgage of $5,000,090 was 
placed upon tho property to secure the 
payment of 4 per Ci*nt. bonds to that 
amount. To induce the sale of the 
bonds the Cleveland, Cincinnati. Chi¬ 
cago and St, Louis Railway Company 
and tho Chesapeake and Ohio Railway 
Company guaranteed the payment of 
the principal and interest on $ 3 ,& 00 . 0 u»> 
worth of bonds that were sold for 
$3^05.389 ca.«h.

Atlanta, Ga., May 18.—{Special.]— 
Georgia will assemble In martial and 
cJvic strength upon and about the State 
capltor grounds next Saturday, when 
there will be unveiled In lifting bronze 
the heroic equestrian statue of Gen. 
John B. Gordon, soldier, statesman and 
orator, which the people of the State 
and the South have erected in honor 
of his memory. 

Gen. Gordon was regarded as the 
typical Georgia soldier and there was 
no man whom Georgians, In fact those 
of all the South, more delighted to 
honor. Then, after the war, In legislat¬ 
ive halls. Executive chair and upon 
the orator’s platform he carried the 
message of peace and fellowship to 
every section of the country, becoming 
In fact a national character and loved 
wherever ho was known. Indeed, not 
a few subscriptions to the fund with 
which the monument was erected came 
from those who stood In opposing ranks 
! In the sixties, and with each came a 
message of admiration and esteem for 
his* nobility of character and generos¬ 
ity of heart. 

This monument was erected at an ap¬ 
proximate cost of $25,000. of which $10.- 
000 was raised by private subscrip¬ 
tion among comrades and friends, 
largely in Georgia, but also In other 
Southern States and in some instances 
as noted, from admiring friends In the 
I North. The project was first under¬ 
taken a little more than three years 
ago. Just after Gen, Oordon’s death.

naming a commission to act as the 
State’s agent.

The Statue. 


In a competition entered by half a 
dozen well-known artists, Sculptor 
Bolon H. Borglum, of Norwalk, Conn., 
won the award, his work being highly 
commended by those who best knew' 
ond were mo:rt Intimately associated 
with Gen. Gordon, among them his 


wife and daughters. The sculptor’s 
task under the criticism of such Judges 
was no easy one, and Its completion has 
been the almost constant w*ork of a 
twelve-month. The statue w r as cast In 
copper bronze In Brooklyn, N. Y-, and 
forwarded to Atlanta April 29. arriv¬ 
ing here May 9. 8o short a time was 
given for the completion of the in¬ 
tricate work upon the huge granite 
pedestal that the statue still stands on 
the car on which U was loaded, and 
will be set early next week but a few 
days before the unveiling ceremonies. 

The statue represents Gordon as he 
is best remembered In the years short¬ 
ly before his death, when almost upon 
the same spot where It will stand for 
generations, he sax mounted and re¬ 
viewed year after year or? Memorial 
day the ever-thinning hosts of those 
who followed him In battle. And there 
it will stand for years to come on the 
northwest corner of the State Capitol 
grounds, in reviewing attitude, while 
past it will march on each Memorial 
day to come those wiio Join in tribute 
to the recollections of the past. 

Upon the front of the pedestal will 
appear the one w r ord, in bronze letters: 
"Gordon.” On either side of the pedes¬ 
tal will be set a bronze bas-relief, three 
by five feet in dimensions, representa¬ 
tive of the most conspicuous features 
in his career. The one represents Gor¬ 
don at Spottsylvania on the 12th of 
May, when, before his entire division, 
he forced Gen. Robert E. Lee to the 
rear, and probably saved the Intrepid 
leader's life, an act which has figured 
In poetry, song and story. The other 
is representative of three Important 
phases In Gordon’s life, soldier, states¬ 
man and patriot. Ho became Governor 
of Georgia and United States Senator, 
and no Georgian has over been better 
known on the lecture platform than 
was he up to tho day of his death. 

• • • 

The Ceremonies. 

Tho unveiling ceremonies which will 
take place at noon Saturday, May 25, 
will be preceded by a mllitury pageant 
in which there will Join troops from all 
parts of tho Btate. Federal officers and 
troops from the Department of the Gulf* 
and Fort McPherson will participate. 


Gen. W. S. Edgerly, commander of the 
department, and his staff having ac¬ 
cepted the Imitation of Grand Marshal 
Robert E. Park to take part in this 
function The military' will break ranks 
at the capitol grounds and Join the 
vast throng of officials, civic bodies 
and citizens. 

The Invocation by the Rev. William 
F. Glenn and music will be followed by 
a reading of the history of the John B. 
Gordon Monument Association by its 
first president. Judge W. L. Calhoun, of 
Atlanta. The principal address will bo 
delivered by Gen. Clement A. Evans, 
the ranking Confederate veteran next 
to Gen. Stephen D. Lee, who succeeded 
Gordon as Commander-In-Chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans. Gen. Ev¬ 
ans participated with Gordon in the 
Spottsylvania Incident and was his 
comrade and lifelong friend. 

The statue, standing twenty feet 
high from base of pedestal to top of 
head, will very' appropriately bo un¬ 
veiled by Gen. Gordon’s two daughters 
—Mrs. Caroline Lewis Gordon Brown, of 
Vermont, and Mrs. Frances Gordon 
Smith, of Atlanta—and ns the cords re¬ 
lease the veiling folds "Dixie" from 
the band will be the signal for another 
"rebel yell." 

The dedication poem will be read by 
its author. Charles W. Hubner, of At¬ 
lanta, followed by music In which will 
participate a chorus of several hundred 
voices. 

After the formal delivery of the statue 
to the State by Capt. Nathaniel E. Har¬ 
ris, of Mticon. In behalf of the commis¬ 
sion, and its acceptance In a response 
by Gov. Joseph M. Terrell, the ceremo¬ 
nies will conclude with the Introduction 
to the audience of Sculptor Borglum 
and the benediction.

HARGIS CASE 
NEARING END 


Defense Will Close Its Testi¬ 
mony Monday. 


The Jury Expected To Take 
Charge Thursday. 


John Abner Denies Story of 
John Smith. 


WRANGLING BY ATTORNEYS. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 18.—fSpecial.]— 
The defense failed to complete its tes¬ 
timony in the trial of James Hargis 
for the murder of James Cockrtll this 
afternoon, as had been expected, but 
announced that It would certainly close 
its evidence Monday. Ono day is ex¬ 
pected to be consumed in the rebuttal a 
evidence for the prosecution and the 
speeches will occupy at least one day 
more, so that it Is considered prob¬ 
able that the case will not go to the 
jury before Thursday. 

Much of the time to-day was taken 
up by long wrangles over apparently 
unimportant points by the attorneys, 
the Jury several times being sent from 
the room while these points of differ¬ 
ence were being argued. It had been 
expected that Kd Callahan. Alex Hargis. 
Tom White and Bill Britton, whose 
own trial here a few weeks ago result¬ 
ed In a hung Jury, would be placed on 
the stand to-day, but none of them ap¬ 
peared as witnesses. 

Ed Callahan returned this morning 
to his home In Jackson, and Britton 
was brought over from the Jail to the 
courthouse, but was not called upon to 
testify in behalf of Judge Hargis. 


Abner Enters Denial. 


Methodist minister or Jackson, tostl 
fled that when the Cockrills trkd 
arrest Judge Hargis he intercepted 
Hargis when the latter started out with 
a gun and telling him that he. Hiner, 
was the “highest peace officer," and 
persuaded Hargis to put away the 1 
weapon. He denied that he "cussed” 
the Cockrills, as Tom Cockrlil had tes¬ 
tified he hod.

Militant Magistrate On Stand. 


PHYSICIAN TOOK 
MORPHINE AND COCAINE 


WAS CURED AT 

JAMES SANATORIUM 

MORE THAN FIVE YEARS AGO. 


H. F. Davis, known as the magis¬

Columbus, O.. May 18*.—WhoLher tho 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church shall indorse the effort of th^ 
temperance committee to organize a 
Church Temperance Federation or shall I 
give its undivided support to the Anti- 
Saloon League Is a question which will 
bo pressed for settlement before tho 
assembly at tho earliest moment, prob¬ 
ably next Wednesday. 

The controversy, which was aroused 
by the organization of the Inter¬ 
church Temperance Federation in 
Pennsylvania, and a conflict which fol¬ 
lowed between the federation and tho 
Anti-Saioon League over , temperance 
legislation in that State, cropped out 
In the general assembly to-day when 
Dr. David Wills, Jr., or Pittsburg, who 
had been appointed chairman of tho 
temperance committee, resigned, and 
Dr. Henry E. Dosker. of the Presby¬ 
terian Theological Seminary, of JLouU- 
ville, Ky., was appofhted chairman to 
succeed him. Dr. Wills refused to dis¬ 
cuss his reasons for resigning, but K 
was said that he did not care to be In 
tho thick of the fray. 

The question of which movement the 
assembly will indorse will not be al¬ 
lowed to go to the temperance com¬ 
mittee, however, if leaders in the as¬ 
sembly can prevent, although the mat¬ 
ter is discussed in the report of that 
committee. 

The present plan Is to bring the mat¬ 
ter up In the assembly next Wednes¬ 
day on ovortures from the presby¬ 
teries of Carlisle. Chicago. Minnewau- 
kon and Phoenix. The ^ presbytery of 
Carlisle adopted a resolution declaring 
that, In Its Judgment, the effort of the 
temperance committee to organize a 
church temperance federation is un¬ 
wise and should be abandoned, and 
that the church should give Its hearty 
support to the Antil-SaJoon League. 

The Chicago Presbytery asks the 
General Assembly to pustfxme, until 
after the first meeting of the National 
Iirterchurch Federation any indorse- 
merat of the plan for a temij>erarn'e fed¬ 
eration of evangelical denominations. 

The Phoenix Presbytery urges the 
General Assembly to express its convic¬ 
tion that the Antt-«aloon League, both 
in Its National and S?tato work, ’‘has 
proven a most effective* and aggressive 
h ;str ament In promoting temperance 
reform;" that It is the sense of tho 
assembly that the league should have 
the hearty and loyal support of the 
Presbyterian and all other churches, 
and that it Is inadvisable to multiply 
the agencies' to the field of temperance 
work. 

That these overture® will receive 
strong support is conceded, but none 
can be found who Is willing to predict 
I the outcome. Dr. James Patterson, 
president of the Ohio Anti-saloon 
League, and cw>e of the commissioners 
to th** General Assembly, .said to-day: 

•*We are perfectly willing to submit 
the cause of the An ti-saloon League 
to the assembly. There will be no bit¬ 
terness in the di8cuiwion." 

The assembly held but one session 
to-day. ivhCch wns given over to the 
consideration and adoption of the re¬ 
port of the Committee on Ministerial 
Relief. To-night rhere was an evan¬ 
gelistic rally at Memorial Hall. 

Tomorrow the pulpits of most of the 
local churches will be occupied by v!s- 
itibg minister*.

THREE PEPER SHITS. 


EFFORT TO WREST CONTROL OF 
COMPANY BY MINORITY HEIRS. 


Sham Transfer of Stock AJleged— 
Raised Their Salaries. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 18.—[Special.]— 
By three suits filed to-day in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court the minority heirs of the 
Late Christian Peper, millionaire to¬ 
bacconist, hope to wrest control of tho 
Christian Peper Tobacco Company 
from Fred C. Peper, president, and 
Christian Cornelius, otherwise known 
aa Christian Peper, Jr., and to compel 
them to restore to the treasury of tho 
company about $93,000 in excess sal- 
nrles paid them and certain other 
amounts aggregating nearly $75,000. 

The plaintiffs in the three suits arc 
Charles G. Peper, Adolphus S. Peper. 
Margaret P. Bell, wife of Col. Nicholas 
M. Bell, and Caroline J. Peper. They 
ore the same heirs who contested the 
will of Christian Peper with respect 
to the bequest to Christian Cornelius, 
but abandoned it after ascertaining 
that Cornelius had a legal right to in¬ 
herit the property. 

It is alleged that on tho death of 
Christian Peper, who wo® president of 
the company, Fred C. Peper. to gain 
control of It, made a sham transfer of 
one share of his stock to William F, 
Schulte, and acted in collusion with 
Christian Cornelius to elect Schulte as 
a director to fill the vacancy created by 
Christian Peper’s dea*Uu It Is charged 
that Schulte was merely a straw direc¬ 
tor put in to do the bidding of Fred 
Peper. 

It is charged that the Peper-Comell- 
us-Schulte combination elected Chris¬ 
tian Peper president nnd gave him 
power to fix salaries. It is charged that 
he raised his own salary in 1903, the 
first year of his Incumbency, from $3.- 
000 to $8,000, and that Christian Cor¬ 
nelius’ salary was given a similar 
boost. In 1904 the salary of Peper was 
raised to $15,000 and Cornelius* to $12.- 
000 nnd have since remained at that 
figure.

Jackson Morris Has Record As Expert Rifleman and Has

Jackson Morris, of the National Guard of

LOOKING FOR MORE LIGHT, 


New York. May 18.—[Special.]—No 
one In political circles doubts that the 
recent action of the Republican Sena e 
caucus and also of the State Commit¬ 
tee In formally Indorsing thoae legis¬ 
lative measures which Gov. Hughes has 
interested himself In means that tb 
party machine, originally bent on ty 
ing his hands and getting rid of him 
two years hence, has seen “the hand¬ 
writing on the wall" if It undertook 
to follow out such a policy, and as a 
result has capitulated. Let us add that 
this is a cardinal virtue of our Repub 
lican politicians in New York. They 
are never stubborn enough to send 
their party to the devil just because 
they have tho power to do so. when 
a victory Is possible by naming one 
outside of the machine fold or by swal¬ 
lowing other medicine equally distaste¬ 
ful. There is no doubt that the N Re¬ 
publican situation here was very seri¬ 
ous up to a week ago. From the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel up to the Republican 
Club opposite Bryant Park, where Ben 
Odell, while boss, hail his headquar¬ 
ters, the question what should bo done 
was eagerly discussed. There was the 
final conclusion that If the niachlm 
leaders in the Senate continued to pull 
one way and Gov. Hughes tho oth r. 
and if. In addition, the latter kept o.i 
taking tho people Into his confidence 
with hls Saturday night speeches, 
things would be mighty bad Tor th» 
party at the next election if the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Dll! ana other measures 
advocated by the Chler Executive wort 
defeated. 

The question at present is wheie tin- 
machine now stands In view of the vic¬ 
tory of Gov. Hughes. Of course it 
has practically surrendered to him so 
far os passing hls pot measures. But 
the question is whether the surrender 
goes beyond this stage. The general 
view Is that It does not; that while 
“the machine’* has been lashed into 
supporting the policy of Gov. Hughes, 
It remains as opposed to him as in 
the past. There Is no doubt that from 
now on it wlU simply play a waiting 
game to see what will turn up. To 
set forth more clearly this phrase of 
Micawber. the machine will do noth¬ 
ing until Gov, Hughes by some act 
or omission enables it to once more 
antagonize him with safety. From 
present indications this is a long time 
off. The Republican machine leaders 
realize this. One of them was quite 
frank enough to predict that for th? 
next four years, and probably beyond 
that period. Hughes will dominate th ■ 
situation In the State, and it will only 
be In the control of the cities and coun¬ 
ties that the organization “can find 
solace.** Undoubtedly Ben Odell rep¬ 
resented Its real sentiments with his 
presidential boom for Hughes. The 
resolution might even have passed were 
it not that its purport was so plain. 
There is no doubt that If the machine 
can It will try to land the presidential 
nomination for Hughes. This, of 
course, in the event of a deadlock in 
the Natonal Convention. It dare not 
do so. however, until such a contin¬ 
gency arises. Failing in this, there I** 
some talk of making the Governor a 
United States Senator. But Senator 
Platt has still some time to serve, hence 
such talk is more or less at random.

Business Depression. 

New York Is now experiencing some¬ 
what of a depression in business circles. 
Both the wholesale and retail 
merchants are complaining, and the 
likelihood Is that the splendid fall and 
winter months will be more than offset 
by a miserable spring and summer. The 
weather Is largely the cause. We have 
practically had no spring at all- Many 
of the days have be*n as raw as thoiM* 
of March or February. The result Is 
that spring buying has been of a light 
character and very little has been doing 
in thip respect for the summer. Many 
stores are now* preparing to slaughter 
their goods for both seasons. The 
papers are filled with bargain-sale ad¬ 
vertisements and on© paper urges its 
readers, editorially, to buy.

STORK’S BUSY WEEK. 


HE VISITED SEVENTY-TWO 
HOMES IN LOUISVILLE. 


Death Only Calls At Fifty-five Homes 
—First Excess In Births For 
Many Weeks. 


The stork visited seventeen more Louis¬ 
ville homes than did the grim reaper dur¬ 
ing the week ended May 16. There was a 
tx>tal of seventy-two births and only fifty- 
five death*. This Is the first time in weeks 
that the number of births has exceeded 
the nurnlier of deaths. 

Of the new babies, thirty-four were 
nisil*** and thirty-eight were females, 
sixty-four w**r** whip and eight were col¬ 
ored. Twenty-nine of time© who died 
were males and twenty-six were females. 
tTHrty-sIx were white and nineteen weie 
colonnl. 

Tuberculosis leads the list of fatal dis¬ 
eases, It Iki vlng claimed ten victims. 
Eight |K\rs*»ns died of heart disease and 
seven of pneumonia. Tlirew persons died 
us the result of violence.

An ax and a hammer 
found under the mattress of the 
of Thurman, who was at that time 
known In Norfolk as Charles F. Tav- 
lor. Dolsen, who w f as In the mar n© 
sonic©, was known to have $245 on 
hls person on the night of the murder, 
but the money could not be found the 
next day after tho owcovery of the 
murder and the finding of the body 
hidden In the trunk. 

Thurman, alias Taylor, mysteriously 
disappeared from Norfolk th© day fal¬ 
lowing the murder, and no trace what¬ 
ever could he found of him. Thurman 
was arrested In Vancouver for passing 
fraudulent chocks, and as hls appear¬ 
ance suited the description of Taylor, 
th© alleged murderer of Dolsen, the 
authorities forwarded him to Norfolk 
without even waiting for requisition 
papers. Th© evidence in th© case Is 
circumstantial, hut It la claimed by th© 
Commonwealth of Virginia that it is 
overwhelmingly convicting. 

Thurman was struck over th© head 
with a baseball bat at Corydon, Ind., a 
few years ago, and It Is believed by hls 
frlendB in Hardin county that he Is 
mentally deranged. Attorney H. L, 
James, of lhl« city, who will represent 
Thurman at hls trial at Norfolk next 
week, will more than probably enter 
the plea of Insanity, A well-known

"Ready money," say® Byron. "1 h 
A laddin’s lamp." Indeed it is, ub 
everyone knows who has ever been 
without U, and he also knows that the 
lamp, to be of any good, must never 
go out. Once the ready money Is gone 
thcro must be more of It right away 
or we shall bo as bad off as ever. For 
Is no getting on without money; 
It Is a necessary and a permanent 
need, and so the primary and funda¬ 
mental question of lire. 

It Is being moneyless that constitutes 
tho great and widespread burden of 
misery that lies at the heart of mod¬ 
ern civilization. Poverty Is Indeed the 
most appalling evil of our day, and 
Its proportions are steadily becoming 
beyond the power of our Institutions 
to remedy. 

Therefore ready money !h needed nil 
the time' without It ©no must perish. 
If wo have none of our own we must 
borrow from friends or depend on tho 
slender doles of °r betake our¬ 

selves to whatever good or evil courses 
•'tho pressure may compel. It is the 
want of money or tne greed to pos¬ 
sess it that Is tho cause of the tilggest 
part of all the crime nnd vice and 
crookedness that transpires in the 
world. Not merely the pittance that 
SB required to keep soul £nd body to¬ 
gether, or the larger amount that must 
be hod for the life or pleasure, or to 
keep respectable, but even tho tswoJlen 
fortune.** to which the world Is in¬ 
debted for Its noblo Institutions of 
philanthropy, aro all alike often ob¬ 
tained In sheer forgetfulness, or dis¬ 
regard of the plainest principles of 
morality. 

If everyone had a square deal no 
one should be without an honest liv¬ 
ing except by his own fault But there 
are so many living well who neither 
toll nor spin that tho real workers are 
made to carry more than a fair part 
of tho burden. 

If no one worked the race would soon 
perish; if all worked productively tho 
lot of the entire body would be much 
eapler. If the parasites and the Idlers 
and tho groat body of the rich who 
live by owning could be llfte^ off the 
backs of the poor the stream of ready 
money flowing Into their hands would 
be much larger and more regular than 
It Is. 

But this Is an Improvement that - 
lon^s to the future, and socialism has 
Inevitably arisen to remedy tht de¬ 
fects of the present orde^ It is the up- 
to-date phase of that ^orld-oPJ strug¬ 
gle of the common people to emanci¬ 
pate themselves from oppressive condi¬ 
tions and t»» make the brotherhood of 
man a living reality. Its definite pro¬ 
gramme to this end Is th nbolltlon 
of private property In everything but 
what a man has earned or made, and 
hus establishing the common owner¬ 
ship of the natural sources of liv¬ 
ing. 

In the meantime, we are weltering In 
the threerf of an outworn and parsing 
system, the system of pecuniary stand¬ 
ards nnd the satanic cult of ready 
money. 

Because of class dlstin tlons there 1 
e'-ery degree of difference In pcopleV 
monetary requirements. The amount 
thu would be quit© enough in one e:i» 
would be too little in another. Th -te 
is no reasonable uniformity In our de¬ 
mands. All depends on how wv fca\** 
been raised. What we have been used 
to flxei the standard of ©ur needs. 
To one who has ever lived well, Ilf 
would be miserable on a stipend thv. 
would give care and com for r to one 
accustomed to a lower piano. 

| But notice what happen* whe-n on-Ls 
means increase—he gres on llylnr bet¬ 
ter and bcitcA His *u)chii ard per 
-rmal vnluo Is determined by his scale 
of tspenaa. lie behave® like the dog 


chasing his tall; there Is groat ac¬ 
tivity, but no stopping place Is ever 
reached. 

Still, at the outset It is not to much 
the thought of doing bettor as of hold¬ 
ing his place that i* tho main con¬ 
cern, and If no ground Is lost he will 
consider himself successful in the battle 
of life. But the least Improvement ex¬ 
cites the desire to rise, and society is 
made to seem, us Carlyle says, "like a 
pot of Egyptian vipers, each striving 
to get its head highest.* r 

But In order that tho lamp may do 
Its perfect work there must be no un¬ 
employment among the poor, no cutting 


this as a worn-out condition does not 
usually last long, no matter how rich 
we may be, and anyhow money can 
do but little to lessen Its drawbacks. 
AJ1 the same, It is this fear of coming 
want that has made wealth rather than 
happiness the chief end of life, but 
as In a sense we are always in want, 
and to be always preparing for a rainy 
day makos life a perpetual rainy day, 
we seerft to bo^ following a shadow, and 
the end of our fears Is never reached. 
By spending our lives fearing hard 
times to come is not much* different 
from actually living them, and if they 
never truly come, all our money, if we 


down of tho revenues of those who llvo^havo succeeded in getting and keeping 


by owning, no falling off in tho allow 
ttnccs of luxurious idlers, nor any 
crippling losses In business. When thes© 
tilings happen the magic lamp will be 
found to be sadly out of order, and 
the Joys of lifo painfully abridged. For, 
as it Is with the poorest, so It i© In all 
other grades; tho thing dreaded Is any 
chnnge for tho worse, and the thing 
hoped for Is the luxuries w© have lost. 

The only amount of ready money that 
will do tho work of the wonderful lamp 
is the amount required to maintain 
tho conditions of each particular case. 
One© these are unfavorably aiteoted It 
seems to all alike tho coming to the 
end of all things. 

It Is no le.^s hard for the very rich 
to come a step down in tho world than 
It 1 h for the less rich, or for tho latter 
than for those not bo well off, till tho 
bottom of the ladder is reached. All 
alike are concerned to lose no ground, 
and as this very struggle Is the cause 
that more wealth is acquired there re-* 
suits as a thing that cannot be helped 
a higher and higher manner of living, 
the which must be maintained at every 
rising Binge, for it Is the Iron Law of 
Mununontsm that there shall be no end 
to tho pursuit of wealth, albeit the 
sequal shows that all the Interests of 
the soul save avarice have been stunted 
in tho process. 

And yet notwithstanding the Inten¬ 
sity and universality of this passion for 
wealth It 14 remarkable how greatly 
the failures outnumber tho successes. 
And even of those who succeed many 
aro doomed later on to lose their pos¬ 
sessions and end their days wailing 
how much better it would have been 
never to have had at all thou to have 
had and lost. Surely there must bo 
something radically wrong with a sys¬ 
tem the main featuro of which is the 
certainty and abundance of its crop of 
failures. 

Now. If happiness instead of wealth 
was the end of Mam monism tho gos¬ 
pel would have a true utility for Its 
Justification, but It Is tho nature of 
wealth to produce more and moro 
wealth, not more and more happiness. 
If the two things wore the same life 
would be far sweeter to the million¬ 
aire than to others, and In time his 


any, will be of no tuso except to give 
away. 

Truly tho industrial order In which 
w© Live and move and have our being 
seems most chaotic and purposeless, 
and it Is hard to see its meaning or 
\vh*re It will finally ljuid na. 

But It is certain that this order faJls 
•to solve tho problem of happiness, Is 
indeed a system under which the pains 
of existence are in excess of its pleas¬ 
ures, and, therefore, ts at war with 
tho great law of the preservation of 
humanity, which will ultimately bring 
about its overthrow. For it to the mis¬ 
sion of man upon earth to solve the 
problem of happiness, and not till the 
world has become a plnco whero tho 
entire course of life Is w-orth living to 
tho main body of human kind can the 
race be credited with hating attained 
a true civilization or perfected Us sal¬ 
vation. 

The real desire of our hearts is happi¬ 
ness. and w© have decided that the only 
sure road to happiness is wealth. It 
may be wo have made ft mistako. It is 
se* n that in the matter of money those 
with little faro ftbout the same on the 
score of enjoyment as those with a 
great deal, but it Is also seen that If 
all the other Interests of OUT being are 
sacrificed to the singlo one of money, 
we will eoino at la.st to agree with 
Thucydides that "It 19 not riches, but 
honor that is the delight of men when 
they are old und useless." There ounht 
to be some room left In a man’s life for 
social und public duties, for Intellectual 
and esthetic interests, for high Ideal* 
at conduct, justice, humanity and such 
like standard* of perfection. 

As It Is. both rich and poor alike fall 
In finding happiness fur the reason 
that their desirtr* and their efforts are 
In opposing directions. They have 
missed the r«*ui purpose of existence by 
substituting for our natural desirvs a 
mad craving for more and more ma¬ 
terial things, which, when iwssessed 
beyond a useful amount, add nothing 
personal worth, or tho joy of living, 
or the esteem and liking of our fellows. 
Not till the money god has been de¬ 
throned can there be any real and last¬ 
ing betterment In human conditions. 

While the world remains to vnst mul¬ 
titudes a veritable den of horrors into

Wife Gets No Damages. 

Suit by Eanma E. Buckley for $25,000 
as damages against George Simpson, a 
saloonkeeper, at 726 West Kentucky

It Is further set forth that if 
notice Is disregarded the saloonkeeper 
selling the liquor lays himself liable to 
a fine not to exceed $50 and also ren¬ 
ders himself liable in damages to the 
lative giving the notice. 

According to the petition the plaintiff 
gave notice to the defendant prior to 
April 21. 1908. but that on that date 
James Buckley was sold liquor in the 
defendant's saloon and It is charged, 
has been Intoxicated a large port of 
the time ever since. He did not appear 
as a witness in the case.

When tne 
new redistricting law was knocked out 
they were all declared unseated. The 
School Board then elected Martin 
C'uslck to fill the unexpinYl term of 
the member from the oid district. Dr. 
Simpson contended that he should have 
been recognized as that member. 

The facts were agreed In the case and 
Judge Gordon held that the law was 
against him. 

It was pointed out that he had been 
chosen by the votes of only two-fifths 
of the old district which he claimed 
to represent- • 

There is now pending a quo warranto 
proceeding before Judge O'Doherty to 
determine finally whether Dr. Simpson 
has any title to the office. Judge Gor¬ 
don's decision was merely to deny the 
plaintiff recognition as a School Board 
member.

DECLINES TO FORECAST 
NATURE OF OPINION 


JUDGE RICHARDS INQUIRING 
INTO FRANCHISES. 


MAY HAVE IT READY FOR 
COUNCIL TUESDAY NIGHT. 


FINDS MANY ORDINANCES. 


Judge A. E. Richards, City Attorney, 
said yesterday afternoon that any fore¬ 
cast of his opinion on the Louisville 
Railway Company’s franchises would 
be misleading, inasmuch as he had not 
yet completed his Investigations bear¬ 
ing on the matter and until he had 
would not begin the preparation of his 
opinion. 

“I may not begin work on my opinion 
before Tuesday morning." he said, "If 
then, and I cunnot state positively at 
this time that the opinion will be In 
readiness to be submitted to the Gener¬ 
al Council Tuesday night. I shall do 
my best to get It ready by that time, 
but I cannot promise It positively." 

Judge Alex P. Humphrey, attorney 
for the LouNlville Railway Company, 
appeared before the Special Committee 
of the upper board, and Judge Rich¬ 
ards In the City Attorney’s office, where 
he argued the company’s side of the 
case. He cited Judge Richards to a 
number of ordinances and statutes he 
has not yet had time to look up, and 
in turn Judge Richards asked several 
questions which Judge Humphrey will 
not be able to answer until he has 
looked up certain point a 

"I am still at work on my Investiga¬ 
tion," said Judge Richards yesterday 
afternoon, "and It is a most tedious 
thing." Several sections of the Consti¬ 
tution are Involved in it, as well as 
ordinances and statutes running from 
1RG4 down to the present Some of 
the ordinances are very difficult to get 
at In one case I oould not find the ordi¬ 
nance, but simply found a reference 
that leads me to the belief that such 
an ordinance was passed." 

Judge Richards declined to make pub. 
lie yesterday the list of question® he 
had submitted to Judge Humphrey, 
and the answers the latter had made 
to the questions. He said that he did 
not think It would be proper to give 
out anything that might lead the pub¬ 
lic to draw conclusions bearing on 
what his opinion will bo, and that even 
after he has completed his investiga¬ 
tions and prepared his opinion ho will 
submit it first to the upper board of 
the General Council before the public 
may know what It is. 

When o6ked to outline the argument 
made before him by Judge Humphrey, 
Judge Richardls declined to go Into 
detail®. He stated merely ’hat Judge 
Humphrey had contended that the life 
of the franchises under which the 
Louisville Railway Company is operat¬ 
ing its cars had not expired, and 
further that there was really no conflict 
between the ordinances and statutes 
bearing on the matter. 

It la likely that Judge Humphrey will 
appear before Judge Richards and the 
committee from the upper board again 
to-morrow in order to answer certain 


questions that required time oil his 
part to look up.

Hoe & Co. for an addition to the 
presssroom facilities which wlB give 
the Courier-Journal, by early fall, the 
advantage of practically another sex¬ 
tuple press. 

Under this new arrangement the 
Courier-Journal will have the advan¬ 
tage of pressroom facilities not equaled 
by any other newspaper In the South, 
* and equaled by few other newspapers 


in the country outride of the great 
metropolitan centers. 

The various mechanical departments 
of the Courier-Journal are always open 
to Its patrons, and it especially urges 
advertisers who use the paper to in¬ 
spect not only the machinery described 
above, but everything pertaining to the 
circulation of the paper, including Its 
books, etc. 

The production of the modern news¬ 
paper is dependent upon three mechan¬ 
ical processes—the setting of type, 
which until the advent of the typeset¬ 
ting machine in 1838. w'a® done by 
hand; the reproduction of the flat type- 
page. or form a® It Is called. In many 
aemi-eyllndrical printing plates, so 
that many presses may simultaneously 
be set to work—a process practiced by 
hand until Henry A. Wise Wood in¬ 
vented hi® stereotyping machine, the 
Autoplate, and after that the Junior 
Autophtte; and. finally, the printing of 
the paper itself. 

The three operation® are essentia! to 
the making of all but the smallest 
newspapers. The type-page must be 
set, and many reproductions of It must 
quickly bo made. Impatiently waiting 
printing rooms containing from two to 
twenty presses must be supplied with 


from four to forty reproductions of ev¬ 
ery page, and huge printing machines 
with their Intricate folding mechan¬ 
isms must be set to reeling off tholr 
twenty-four to ninety-six thousand pa¬ 
pers an hour. 

To one unfamiliar with newspaper 
work the word haste ha® no signifi¬ 
cance. Even the engine-driver strain¬ 
ing to make up schedule is a leisurely 
person when compared with an 
editor, a compositor, a stereotyper, or 
a pressman during those tense and aw¬ 
ful moment® of "going to press." When 
the copy for the last Item of news is 
thrust into the compositor's hand, an 
electric thrill runs through the estab¬ 
lishment. "Click, click." and it is in 
type. "Drop her in!" says the "make¬ 
up man." "Lock her up!" cries the 
"srtoneman;" and, with a shout of 
"Starter!" the page is hurried to the 
stereotyper, who flings upon it a thick 
pad of paste-soaked paper and a blan¬ 
ket and shoots it under a molding 
roller and Into a steam oven to bake 
the soft paper mold Into an Intaglio 
representation of the type. This done, 
out comes the form, olt comes the blan¬ 
ket, and the mold, now' called a mat¬ 
rix, hard as a board though brittle as 
glass, is tossed with the magic cry of 


"Starterl" Into the casting room. Here 
it is caught and thrust Into a waiting 
Junior Autoplate, and that automatic 
machine casts from it at the rate of 
three a minute seml-cyllndrical page- 
sized printing plates, weighing fifty 
pounds of more apiece. Then, after 
passing through the trimming machine, 
the plate® are carried out to a man in 
waiting. who hurries them to the press¬ 
room with a final cry of "Starter!" 
w'here, in an Instant, clamped to the 
cylinders of many presses, they are 
making tw'o hundred revolutions a 
minute. \ 

Going to press being thus under¬ 
stood. the importance of the work of 
stereotyping at once becomes apparent. 
Without it the modern paper could not 
exist, for to use more than a single 
printing machine would then be im¬ 
possible. 

When It is considered that plates such 
as these must be absolutely perfect In 
printing surface, so that every type or 
line of an illustration shall appear, and 
be absolutely uniform In thickness, and 
that, notwithstanding their accuracy, 
all these plates must be mode "on the 
Jump." us the stereotyper has It, the 
Bevere demand upon men and mechan¬ 
ism Is obvious 


Until the Invention of the autoplate, 
stereotyping was exclusively a man¬ 
ually worked art; from the making of 
the papier-mache mold to the last 
chisel stroke of dressing a plate, every 
operation of casting, sawing, smooth¬ 
ing out and finishing \vas performed 
by hand or by primitive hand-worked 
devices. Therefore, to practice news¬ 
paper stereotyping required great phy¬ 
sical strength, unusual endurance; and, 
because of the fumes and excessive 
temperatures encountered, the ability 
to labor under conditions of extreme 
hardship was a prime requisite. 

In his latest Invention, the Junior 
Autoplate, Mr. Wood has employed the 
rotating core and the reciprocating 
back of hl9 larger machine, but has 
stood the casting parts on end, to that 
the axis of the cylinder is vertical, and 
the casting chamber is filled, as the Il¬ 
lustrations will show, by a hand pump, 
which with one stroke delivers suffi¬ 
cient metal for a plate. In this device 
the casting chamber Is closed and 
opened by means of a hand lever, but 
the mold a® in the autopinte is me¬ 
chanically stripped from one cast and 
repoeltloned for a succeeding one. 

In working the Junior, the operator 
having closed the chamber and XUled it 


with metal must await the cooling of 
the cast, and here, in order that the 
workman may know precisely when to 
remove it, Mr. Wood assists him with 
a mechanism which, once set for the 
time necessary for cooling, will always 
strike a gong w'hen the specified time 
has elapsed. Then the operator quickly 
opens the casting chamber, sets a 
clutch which starts the cylindrical core, 
driven by power, to make hnlf a rev¬ 
olution. and the cast Is delivered from 
the chamber, while, during the turning 
operation, two saws have been brought 
into play, one separates the cast plate 
from its riser and the other make® a 
bevel upon Its lower end. 

When the cylinder comes fo rest, tho 
chamber Is again closed and the oper¬ 
ator pours his metal for a succeeding 
oast, but in Its closing the back of the 
chamber thrusts the plate and its riser 
away from the cylinder, so that, while 
waiting for the next bell, the operator 
may remove the plate, drop it Into a 
smoothing device wffilch completes all 
of the operations necessary for finish¬ 
ing. and may lift off the riser to toss 
It back into tho metal pot. 

By means of this simple apparatus, 
three plates a minute may easily bo 
produced by two men.

"Thero Is another equally cogent reason 
for this conclusion. The relief of indi¬ 
vidual need Is not one of the ’larger ami 
more difficult problems.* It Is a duty 
which every one of us who Is more pros¬ 
perous owes to our less prosperous neigh¬ 
bor. Every neighborhood should relieve 
its own cases of Individual need for Its 
own sake, and every neighborhood Is 
measurably meeting this obligation. The 
sources of neighborhood charity would' be 
dried up If such needs were supplied from 
without. This sphere of higher education, 
that served by our universities and col¬ 
leges, will not bo within the scope of the 
Sago Foundation. That Is tho sphere of 
the General Education-Board." 

From this statement R appears that 
the task which the Foundation sots bo- 
fore Itself Is largely academic. It ap¬ 
parently Is to deal with theories rather 
than with cases. It is to study poverty 
rather than relieve It. It Is to be even 
more different from the average cbA- 
Itable undertaking than was supposed. 

If this Is a proper Interpretation of 
the purpose of the Foundation, as pre¬ 
sented by the spokisman quoted, the 
work of the organization will be more 
beneficial to tho economises, the so¬ 
ciologists and the scientists interested 
In the analysis of the human rac* and 
of the race’s problems than to the poor. 
Of course a complete knowledge of all 
the underlying causes of poverty may 
pave a may to Us overthrow, but the 
knowledge does not Itself accomplish 
the overthrow. 

If tho ideas to be followed by the 
Foundation are those of Mrs. Sage It 
seems that that estimable woman has 
invented a new branch of philan¬ 
thropic endeavor. It will be of Inter¬ 
est, at all events. to watch the course 
of this novelty and see Just where It 
leads. *

Spooner’s Successor.

So far the statements given out by 
persons concerned in the work do not 
make clear the nature of the charity 
which the Russell Sage funds are to 
promote.

Sage wan to 
be devoted to the relief of specific In¬ 
stances of poverty, and so he project 
seemed different from the average 
charitable undertaking. Now, however, 
this is denied by an agent of the Rus¬ 
sel! Sage Foundation, ns tho working 
organization Ik culled. He emphasizes 
that no attempt is to be made to re¬ 
lieve Individual or family need. "It's 
function," says he. referring to the 
Foundation, "la to eradicate, as far ns 
possible, the causes of poverty and Ig- 


“Lelsurely Americans.” 

Readers of the English Monthly Re¬ 
view have a chance to leurn that Amer¬ 
ica Isn’t so swift-moving a place as 
some deluded persons have been think¬ 
ing. In an article on "Leisurely Amer¬ 
icans," Mr. IL W. Horwlll intimates 
that he doesn't think much of the sort 
of speed we we over here. He spent 
four years in New York and six months 
In Chicago, and in that time he saw 
through America’s fUtrasy pretensions, 
and It is with a merciless pen— or ter¬ 
rible typewriter—that he lays bare our 
great, overwhelming, reprehensible 
weakness, namely: Sluggishness. 

Our critic starts off by quoting Dr. 
Lorenz, the Vienna specialist, who re¬ 
marked that nothing would convince 
him that Americans really believed time 
to be money while they thought it 
necessary to be personally present 
whenever tholr shoes were being 
blacked. Mr. Ilorwill seizes on this 
as typical of the American way. He 
found that throughout the mornings 
the chairs in the entrance halls of the 
hotels were filled with gossiping dawd¬ 
lers. In New' York Itself business is 
not so pressing but the streets can be 
thronged and traffic suspended at 11 
a. m. on account of "a procession of tho 
Order of the Eagles or some other fan¬ 
tastic society." The New Yorker gulps 
hls food, yet hls lunch takes at least 
as long as the Londoner's, owing to 
the delay in the serving of hls order. 
Though he pays his barber at a ruin¬ 
ous s^ile, the charge Is not extravagant 
if it is computed not by the piece but 
by the hour. Shopping in the big city 
stores—tho«e stores which are com¬ 
monly supposed to be a marvelous de¬ 
velopment of business sagacity—is. in 
the view of Mr. Horwlll, a most pain¬ 
ful trial of patience, "owing to the un¬ 
conscionable time consumed In waiting 
for change and for the packing up of 
one's purchases." He opines that the 
arrangements of those houses must be 
designed to discourage cosh payments, 
"for the delay is obviously much less 
in the case of customers who run a 
credit accounL" He w f as once rash 
enough to order through a leading 
American bookseller a book recently 
published in London, and received it 
six weeks later than if he had written 
for it directly, although he paid the Im¬ 
porter 25 per cent, on its value for his 
trouble. It required ten days for an 
American shop to affix a new ferrule to 
hls walking-cane. The roads of the 
country he finds to be so abominable 
as to make quick travel Impossible. Tho 
cycling fad died out because It was the 
means of transporting Americans too 
swiftly. 

The writer quotes Mr. H. II. Vree- 
land, undoubtedly a high authority, as 
saying that the electric tram cars in the 
New York streets are so hampered by 
8top3 and blocks that their average 
speed docs not exceed eight miles an 
hour. "In walking down Broadway 
from Astor place," Mr. Horw'lll says, "I 
have sometimes compared my owm pro- 
I gress with that of an electric tram car 
staiting abreast of me, and I have 
reached Canal street— nearly a mile—be¬ 
fore it quite left me behind; but an 
American in a hurry wiU unhesitatingly 
take a car for two or three blocks 
rathor than cover the sa me distance 
more quickly by w'uiking. Just as he 
will wait tWTO or three minutes for an 
elevator to take him down a tllght of 
ten sups, or will bring the resources 
of his typewriter to bear upon a postal 
card which could be more speedily writ¬ 
ten by hand." 

As for our much-vaunted railway sys¬ 
tem. Mr. Ilorwill discovers it is a farce, 
rt Is true that one train runs from Chl- 
engo to New York in eighteen hours; 
but that is just one spectacular instance 
of speed, for the general average Is 
slow and the service exaspcratlqgly 
bad. He thinks the American newspa¬ 
pers are distressingly slow, and men¬ 
tions that on May 9, 1904, a certain Now 
York Journal had for Its leading article 
comment on a speech that had been dr 
livered April 23 In the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives by Mr. Bourke Cockran, and 


the article huh handed "Mr. Cockran 
On tho Issue." "Imagine," writes tho 
critic, "a parliamentary debate dis¬ 
cussed for the first time by a London 
daily pape r more than a fortnight after 
tho debate itself!" He finds fault, too, 
with the shape and size and verbosity 
of the American newspaper, which 
prove. In his Judgment, that it Is in¬ 
tended for a constituency that is in 
anything but a desperate hurry. "A few 
years ago," he adds, "a single number 
of the New York World was issuod un¬ 
der the direction of a well-known Eng¬ 
lish journalist, on the lines of a London 
half-penny paper, bin the experiment 
was not -well received, the result being 
a sheet too compact for the public 
taste," 

And the American, courts! 

"The delays in the administration of 
Justice arc a crying national scandal. A 
few years ago. on the hanging of the 
*&Ioat House’ murderer less than thrre 
mouths after the discovery of hls vic¬ 
tim's body, surprise and admiration were 
generally expressed by tho Azm»n.u:i pa¬ 
pers at the speed of English Justice. The 
Philadelphia Ledger remarked that a slmi 
lar case in America w'ould have occu¬ 
pied us many years, and the history of 
the American courts abundantly supports 
this opinion. In Vermont, for instance, a 
woman murdered her husband on August 
13, 1902, was arrested a few days later, 
was shortly afterwards condemned to 
death, but In consequence of several* ap¬ 
peals. was nut actually hanged until De¬ 
cember 8. 1905. A New York lawyer, ar¬ 
rested for murder In September. 1900, was 
indicted in May, 1901. was convicted In 
March. 1902. and remained under sentence 
of death from that time until December, 
3900, when hls punishment was commuted 
by the Governor of tho State to that of 
imprisonment for life. A Judge of the 
New York Court of General Sessions, 
when recently pronouncing sentence of 
death on a convicted murderer, and nam¬ 
ing a date for the execution, declared hla 
own sentence *a farce.’ ’There Is only one 
Instance,’ he said, ’of a sentence of death 
being carried out on tho date fixed by 
the lower court. That was in the case of 
the slayer of President McKinley.’ The 
captain of the General Slocum, which was 
burnt In the East River In June, 1904. with 
the loss of 1.000 lives, was not tried until 
January, 1906, and the owners of tho 
steamboat, though pronounced equally 
culpable by the Government inquiry, have 
not yet been placed in the dock. At the 
beginning of 1^06 the manager of the Iro¬ 
quois Theater, Chicago, burnt In Decem¬ 
ber. 1903, w'as at last notified that he 
would have to stand trial, but hls attorney 
immediately declared that they would at¬ 
tempt to secure a change of venue, and 
’this motion.’ the newspapers reported, 
‘will be argued within a few weeks.’ It 
was not until March of the present year 
that the anticipated trial actually began. 
In all serious criminal trials, by the way. 
an amazing time Is consumed In forming 
the Jury', as in the notorious Thaw case. 

"In civil courts, also. American admin¬ 
istration appears to be modeled on Jarn- 
dyce vs. Jnmdyce. A boy In Cleveland, 
Ohio, was Injured by a railway train ten 
years ago, when he was eleven years old. 
The case has been bandied to and fro 
between the courts until the lad has come 
of age, and it Is now ruled that whatever 
results have so for been reached are in¬ 
validated by the fact that he Is an adult 
and must therefore plead In hls own name. 
By a carefyl study of averages It has been 
found that a year must elapse for a Jury' 
case to bo reached for. trial In Indianapo¬ 
lis and San Francisco, two years In Bos¬ 
ton and three years In Chicago and New 
York." 

Tho American Government Is slug¬ 
gishness itself. Not until February, 
1906, did the Department of Agriculture 
Issue Its Report On the Relations Be¬ 
tween Climates and Crops, recording 
an Investigation begun by order of the 
Secretary in February, 1891, and com¬ 
pleted In June of the same year. Con¬ 
gress Itself Is still giving its attention 
to bills growing out of the Civil War, 
which ended more than forty years ago, 
"but the Congressman may be excused 
for thinking he Is expected to be be¬ 
hindhand, inasmuch as he is not al¬ 
lowed to take his seat until more than 
twelve months after his election." 

"How, then," concludes Mr. Horwlll, 
"can we explain the American’s rooted 
conviction that hls country is a hustler 
beyond all her competitors?" 

He proceeds himself to answer the 
question by saying that it Is mainly 
due to one simple error of observation— 
hls belief that the speed with which a 
thing is done, and. incidentally, its ef¬ 
ficiency, may be measured by the noise 
made in doing 1L The writer amplifies 
the Idea: 

"To the American success means, liter¬ 
ally as well as metaphorically, making a 
noise In the world. The present Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury put hls flfiger ex¬ 
actly upon this national characteristic 
when, speaking in Trinity church. New 
York, he said: ‘In no surroundings which 
I liave ever known, in no etty which I 
have ever seen in any of the world's con¬ 
tinents. have life’s activities seemed whirr 
and buz* so restlessly as here.' *To whirr 
and buz*'—Chat Is precisely tho distin¬ 
guishing feature of American activity of 
every kind, and In proportion as tills 
ideal Is attained is the American con¬ 
tent. Hla trad ns and tr&mcars are noisier 
than the English; therefore they must be 
faster. The incessant clang of the streets 
of New York Is far more piercing than 
the noise of London; therefore New York 
must be a busier city. One reason why 
Che typewriter has been adopted much 
mure readily there than here Is that the 
American believes himself to be writing 
to much better purpose If he can hear 
himself write. A curious illustration of 
the difference In national standards Is af¬ 
forded by the use made of fireworks. In 
England fireworks are something to see; 
in America, they aro something to hear. 
In an English celebration they ore re¬ 
served until after dark; In America one 
lets them off In the daytime—sometimes 
all day long for several days running. 
Accordingly, the temper of the i*>t>p|e 
might be expressed In these lines of on a 
of their own poets: 

" ‘Be strenuous, and lot who will bo 
clever. 

Strike crashing blows, nor shun them 
nil day long; 

And Mf make life, death and tho vast for¬ 
ever 

One Chinese Gongi* " 

The trouble with Mr. Horwlll is that 
he Is too witty to be convincing, and hls 
satire, despite a half-truth here and 
there, too fanciful to make a profound 
Impression. We are apt. then, to go 
along in the same old way, attributing 
to ourselves the same old speed and 
making the same old noise, incidentally 
chuckling at the Englishman who 
makes sport of us. 


newspaper to take the view' that the 
attacks on Mr. Rockefeller are unjust, 
ami that he is really as good a man as 
he professes to be. But the defence of 
the Nows is in the nature of confession 
and avoidance. It grants, for the sake 
of argument, that Mr. Rockefeller has 
been the direct cause of the advance 
In th© price of oil. But it trays that 
a vast majority of the people do not 
consume more than a gallon of oil per 
week. This has enabled Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller to give away hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for religious and 
educational purposes. Then it pro¬ 
ceeds: 

"If this money has been stolen from the 
people, then we must agToe that Jt has 
been stolen by an ho newt thief wHhotit 
the aid of firearms, in broad daylight, 
and without a mask to conceal his 
identity. 

"And, again, who would not agree to 
give ten cents per week to ’any man* who 
would make such excellent, praiseworthy 
disposition of ft? None. The only differ¬ 
ence Is that such Individual would have 
to give an enormous bond for the faith¬ 
ful performance of the duties Imposed 
upon him. And, even then, he may be 
called to some remote portion of the earth 
and depart suddenly without tho knowl¬ 
edge or consent of the good people who 
made the contributions, and who aro to¬ 
day, vociferously and unjustly, condemn¬ 
ing Mr. Rockefeller for an advance in 
the price of oil." 

If Mr. Rockefeller is to be defended 
at ail, it must be on other grounds than 
that ho makes a good use of millions 
which he extorts without right from 
the poor people of the country. To 
admit that he does this is to own that 
his conduct Is indefensible. Tho old 
feeling of taking care of the rich and 
relying on them to Like care of the 
poor, though not wholly abandoned in 
practice has long since been found to 
he wrong in theory. Tho early Chris¬ 
tians were charged with advocating the 
doing of evil that good might come, 
but It Is denounced by the Apostlo 
Paul as a slander. 

The taking of ill-gotten gains can 
neither be defended on the ground that 
it doj<s not cost any individual much 
nor that the man who profits by It gives 
away a part of it. Many highway rob¬ 
bers are charitable with the money 
which they t*»ke, but that does not 
excuse their crimes. If Mr. Rockefeller 
Is to be defended it must be upon the 
grounds that he does not do the things 
laid to his charge. Hls contributions to 
charity have nothing to do with tho 
question. _

THREE LAYMEN 


Seek Englisk-American Co¬ 
operation In Missions. 


TOLL DELIVER MESSAGE AT 
LONDON MAY 28. 


MAY AND JUNE CONVENTION 
MONTHS FOR PRESBYTERIANS. 


liMELY RELIGIOUS TOPICS. 


A deputation of three laymen, rep¬ 
resenting the Laymen's Missionary 
Movement, has just sailed for Eng¬ 
land. In London on May 2S, there Is 
to be a missionary mass- meeting at 
which theao American laymen are to 
speak. They are William Jay Schlef. 
felln, of New York, who Is a vestryman 
of St. George’s church, and a manager 
of the American Bible Society; Silas 
McBee, editor of {he New York 
"Churchman," and J. Campbell White, 
recently of Pittsburg, but now the gen¬ 
eral secretary of this new movement. 

These men bear letters of greeting 
from American Jay men to those of Eng¬ 
land, In which the statement Is made 
that the time has arrived when, in 
the Judgment of Christian men on both 
sides of the Atlantic, leaders of all relig¬ 
ious bodies must co-operate. The Ameri¬ 
can laymen say that they recognise the 
fact that the Christian people of Eng¬ 
land have done far moro than have 
American Christians for missions In 
oil lands, and it Is, therefore, with 
some hesitation that Americana, and 
especially laymen, go to England to 
speak. They say they would hardly 
presume to do so were It not for the 
fact that informal invitations have been 
made to them to come. 

This Laymen’s Missionary Move¬ 
ment has been endorsed by all foreign 
mission societies in the United States 
and Canada, save the Roman Catholic, 
so that the deputation now on the 
Atlantic ocean reallj' represents the en¬ 
tire foreign mission propaganda of 
Protestant bodies on this side. Indica¬ 
tions are, if letters just at hand are 
to bo believed, that thoso Americans 
will be received by practically every¬ 
body Interested In foreign missions in 
England. 

The Church Missionary Society, the 
largest missionary organization in the 
world, which represents the Liberal ele¬ 
ment in the Church of England, is 
leading in the London meeting at which 
the American deputation Is to *«peak, I 
and It Is Joined for the occasion by all j 
free church societies. Even the Society 
for tP* Propagation of the Gospel, rep¬ 
resenting the high church element in 
the establishment, has named a com¬ 
mittee without power, and tacitly it Is 
co-operating. 

It Is stated that thirty-three laymen 
are now on tours of the world at their 
own cost, representing m^ny religious 
bodies, looking Into missionary work, 
and pledged to speak to meetings of 
their respective mission boards and so¬ 
cieties when they get back home. This 
Is a part of the plan of the movement, 
and it is to further that plan, and to 
have aoine of the envoys to mission 
fields hereafter go out from England, 
that the United States and Canada 
deputation is now on Its way to the 
l«ondon meeting of May 28. 

The formal address of American and 
Canadian Christians to English Chris¬ 
tians is signed by leaders in many re¬ 
ligious bodies, the names including 
Samuel li. Capen, of Boston, represent¬ 
ing the Congregatlonallsts; Morney 
W illlums, of New York, representing 
Baptists; Ebon E. Olcott, of faw York, 
representing the Reformed Church; 
John R. Mott, representing Methodists, 
and Robert E. Speer, representing 
Presbyterians. . 

PRESBYTERIAN CONVENTIONS. 


May and June Notable Everywhere 
For Them. 

May and June are always notable 
months among the religolus bodies that 
belong to the Presbyterian family; that 
is, the denominations which are govern¬ 
ed by presbyteries or classes. Practical¬ 
ly ail of these have annual national as¬ 
semblies. synods or conventions, and 
this riiTe applies not only to American 
churches holding the Presbyterian sys¬ 
tem, but to similar denominations all 
over the world. 

The largest two assemblies of Pres¬ 
byterian churches In America, those of 
tjie Northern and Southern bodies re¬ 
spectively. begin their annual sessions 
on Thursday, May 16, the first In Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio, and the second a; Bir¬ 
mingham. Ala. The Un4ted Presbyter¬ 
ian Assembly meets at Denver, Colo., 
beginning Its sessions on May 27. The 
General Synod of the Reformed Church 
In America (Dutch Reformed) meets 
at Albany. N. Y.. on June 5, and the 
Bynod of thf Roformed Presbyterian 
Church will Come together at Allegheny, 
Pa, on May 22. 

In other countries Presbyterian as¬ 
semblies and synods are to be held dur¬ 
ing tho spring and summer months. 
The Canadian Assembly meets In Mon¬ 
treal on June 6. and It is expected to 
take further action approvlng the pro¬ 
posed union of several of the denomina¬ 
tions In Canada. The Presbyterian As¬ 
sembly meets In Edinburgh, Scotland, 
on May 21. one In Belfast, Ireland, on 
June 2. arid one In Llanelly, Wales, on 
June 7. During the summer assemblies 
are to be held In Austria, Hungary, Bel¬ 
gium, France, Germany, Holland. ItAly 
and Switzerland. Synods meet In Bra¬ 
sil and Uruguay, and in Jamaica. In 
September a General Assembly of Pres¬ 
byterians will meet in Cape Town. 
South Africa, and In the same month 
one at Cnloutta. India. Next December 
assemblies will meet in Australia and 
New Zealand. Besides those named 
there will be meetings of Presbyterians 
this year in ChinA, Japan, Persia, For¬ 
mosa and the New Hebrid es. 

HUNDRED MORE missionaries 

Asked For By Methodist Episcopal 
Foreign Mission Board. 

The Method l« Episcopal Church, 
through Its Board of Foreign Missions, 
has issued a call for the support by its 
churches and members of one hundred 
additional missionaries to go at once 
to the foreign field. It is stated by 
officials of the board that the n*-t in¬ 
crease In the number of Its mission¬ 
aries, in the pant five y^ars, 1ms been 
only sixty-seven, an increase. It is 
•toted, that does not begin to meet the 
demand that comes constantly from tho 
flddt Among these demands at tho 
present time is one from Korea, asking 
fur twenty-five additional workers; one 
from India for forty, and one from the 
Spanish-speaking fields for ten or 
twelve, one from China for sixty-nine 
end others from Japan, Africa and the 
South American fields.

NEW LONDON MUSICAL PLAY 
TO HAVE AN AMERICAN STAR. 


May dc Sousa Will Play Leading Part in “The Girls of Gottenberg” 
—Coming Attraction at The London “Gaiety”—New Piece Is 
Based on the Koepenick Incident in Germany and Introduces 
an Exalted Personage—Gossip of Plays and Players Abroad. 


[ Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

L ONDON. May 4.—What a joke It 
would bo If the British stage cen¬ 
sor should prove to have strained 
at a diplomatic gnat only to 
swallow a diplomatic camel! He has 
forbidden ‘'The Mikado,” as nil the 
world Is aware, lest its revival should 
offend Jfcipan. but who knows that ho 
may not have Invited complications 
with another Power by licensing “The 
Girls of Gottenberg,** the new musical 
play by George Grossmlth and Ivan 
Caryll, which is soon to be given at the 
London Gaiety? 

This piece is partly based on the fa¬ 
mous Koepenick hoax, which is ^vell 
enough since nobody enjoyed the prank 
of Cobbler Voight more than William 
the Second to None. But what will the 
Kaiser say when he learns thut the 
main theme of “The Girls of Got ten- 
berg" Is hlB Imperial action In sending 
a detachment of soldiers to act as danc¬ 
ing partners for the damsels of this 
German town, and that one of the 
characters In the piece is on exalted 
German personage? 

Will the Emperor Instruct his Am¬ 
bassador in London to protest against 
the Gaiety production? Probably not, 
though Teutonic susceptibilities are 
tender at present so far as England is 
concerned, and it really would not be 
much more Inane to forbid “The Girls 
of Gottenberg” for fear of offending 
Germany than it was to shelve “The 
Mikado” Indefinitely to avoid a rumpus 
with Japan. Meanwhile, report says 
that the Koepenick and Gottenberg in¬ 
cidents have combined to make a de¬ 
cidedly attractive musical play, and, as 
usual In London nowadays, the bright 
particular star of the piece is to be an 
American girl. 

This is May de Sousa, who started 
her London career last season ns the 
“principal girl” at Drury Lane and aft¬ 
erward appeared as the heroine of 
“Castles In Spain” at Terry's, and later 
on as O Mimosa San In the revival of 
“The Geisha” at Daly’s. Since then she 
has made a trip to the United States, 
but her present contract with George 
Hdwardes is a lengthy one. and it will 
be some time before she is seen in her 
own country again. In “The Girls of 
Gottenberg" she will play the part of a 
young woman who changes places with 
somebody else In order to avoid a con¬ 
vent and go to a ball, and, of course, 
disconcerting results follow. 

The Koepenick incident furnishes 
most of the first act of “The Girls of 
Gottenberg.” which, of course, will be 
tried In America In case it pleases the 
Gaiety’s patrons. Edmund Payne will 
bo the humbU* artisan. Max Muddlekoff, 
who masquerades as the Emperor's En¬ 
voy, and George Grossmlth, Jun., the 
Exalted Personage, Both are sure to 
be very funny, but not too funny, one 
hopes—for the sake of Anglo-German 
relations and the peace of mind of the 
Lord Chamberlain. 

That Miss de Sousa will shine in “The 
Girls of Gottenberg” probably may be 
taken for granted, and meanwhile large 
hits have been made during the past 
week by two other American girls in 
London—the one In musical «>medy. the 
other in comedy without music. Marie 
George. In fact, carried off most of the 
honors of “Lady Tatters.” the new 
“light opera” by Walter Slaughter, pro¬ 
duced at the Shaftesbury last night, 
and Billie Burke added to her laurels 
at the beginning of the week by a very 
attractive performance in Louis N. 


Parker’s play, “Mr. George,” at the 
Vaudeville. As stated already in these 
letters, the scene of this piece by 
“Rosemary’s” author is Boston in 1773, 
but the plot runs somewhat differently 1 also will be prohibited in view of 
than the announcement led one to 
Imagine. It Is not a case of a young 
Englishman arriving in America to 
find that his partner In business Is a 
girl, but of a fair English damsel mas¬ 
querading as “Mr. Gecrge.” 

She turns up In Boston to astonish 
the middle-aged bachelor who had 
supposed that his British partner was 
a man. and. of course, he falls in love 
with her and complications follow on 
account of the war clouds ancl the pa¬ 
triotism of both “parties.”

The 
part of the American lover, bv the way, 
was written originally for E. S. Willard, 
but is played by Charles Hawnrey, w r ho 
1ms Picriflced the most bewitching 
moustache on the English stage rather 
than be out of the picture. 

The stage topic of the moment, how*- 
ever. remains “The Mikado,” which 
now r has been officially prohibited, not 
only at the Savoy, but throughout the 
length and breadth of the United King¬ 
dom as well. It will, accordingly, be 
played no more while the present Gov¬ 
ernment Is In office, unless one of two 
things should happen. 

The first of these is extremely un¬ 


likely. that la that IV. S. Gilbert should 
follow a suggestion which has be<m put 
forth seriously and ehauge the locule 
of his opera from Japan to some myth¬ 
ical Country, and Incidentally give it a- 
new' name. “The Shogun” has been 
suggested for the latter, but It has been 
used In America already, and anyhow 
there is not the slightest probability 
that Gilbcrrt would consent to trans¬ 
mogrify his famous piece in this way— 
even were his refusal to do so to be 
made a “casus belli” by Japan. There 
is, however, the other possibility. Whl< h 
is that the Lord Chamberlain, the real 
censor, should decide to withdraw his 
mandate against the “Mikado” owing 
to the tempest of ridicule which it has 
drawn forth. This tempest, which is 
not unmfxed with disgust, is now at Us 
height and to-day the Prime Minister 
will be asked Ironically in Parliament 
if. considering that “Hamlet” depicts 
a King of Denmark as a murderer, it 

he 

approaching visit of the present King 
and Queen of Denmark to this country. 
Meanwhile, hardly a para graph 1st or 
a music hall singer in the land has 
failed to have a laugh at the censor, 
and beth Mr. Bedford and his official 
master would gain in popularity by re¬ 
moving the ban on “The Mikado” and 
letting Prince Fushlml and his coun¬ 
trymen like it or lump it, according to 
their mood. 

There, is no question about the suc¬ 
cess of "Brewster's Millions” In En¬ 
gland. any more than there is about the 
success of “Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch” or about the success of Clyde 
Fitch's “The Truth.” or about the In¬ 
terest taken In Marlowe and Sot hern. 
Evidently this is the American s ason 
in London drama. The audience at the 
Hicks Theater laughed whole-heartedly 
from beginning to end of “Brewster's 
Millions” on the occasion of the first 
performance this w'eek. Of course, cap¬ 
tious critics complain that It Isn't a 
“comedy.” as described on the play bill, 
but a farce, and that it Isn’t rei- 
sonable, and that the success is chiefly 
due to Gerald du Maurier, who took 
the part of “Brewster,” and to the 
famous yacht scene. But there Is no 
doubt about the delight of the audience.

Three cities In America have fol¬ 
lowed the example of Berlin and Lon¬ 
don in arousing their citizens to bad 
industrial conditions and the need of re¬ 
form. They are Philadelphia, Chicago 
and Boston, where during the post few' 
months there have been held expositions 
of actual conditions, holding the mir¬ 
ror up to Industry, so to speak, and let¬ 
ting her see herself ns,others see her. 

The Philadelphia exhibit showed a 
sweat shop arranged by the Central 
Labor Union most effectively. Here 
w'ere men and women working for dear 
life, with their rickety old machines, 
tholr rusty stove and heavy Irons. So 
close they sat In the dirty room that 
there seemed hardly space to draw the 
needle the thread’s length. They paid no 
heed to the throngs crow’dlng post them, 
for this was a real sw eat shop and the 
clothing must be finished. In an ad¬ 
joining bedroom were the finishers, two 
women and a toddling baby. Here, too, 
was the essence of realism, even with 
the hreadknife lying on the bed. within 
reach of the baby. 

Two booths taught a seasonable les¬ 
son, showing the night before Christ¬ 
mas In the home, babies tucked cosily 
in bed, stockings expectantly hung by 
the fire. The contrasting picture w F as 
ir. the street, w'here belated shoppers. 


messengers, newsboys and cash girls 
were coming out of still brightly-lighted 
stores at 10:45 p. m. 

A night scene from a glass factory 
in Pennsylvania showed a group of lit¬ 
tle boys employed th»* whole night be¬ 
cause “material In pn>cess of manu¬ 
facture is more valuable than boys in 
process of grow'th.” 

Then followed scenes from the soft 
coal mines, w'here cdeven-year-old boys 
work for the miners three miles from 
daylight, and haggard “groups uf Penn¬ 
sylvania’s future citizens bend over the 
chutes in the hard coal breakers. A 
thirteen-year-old girl was shown strip¬ 
ping tobacco for a manufacturer of 
stogies In a damp cellar, copied exactly 
from one In Pittsburg. 

An Italian woman w'ho strips carpet 
rags at the rate of two cents for 240 
yards of rags, earning thereby from 
five to fifteen cents a day, w’as estab¬ 
lished with her little six-year-old boy 
in a room 6x12 feet. When brought 
there to continue her work she ex¬ 
claimed: “How nice room!” Il was 
“nice” In that It was os nearly a copy 
of her own as could ben—broken furni¬ 
ture. rags, dirt and all. At some of the 
other booths the workers had been al¬ 
lowed to array themselves In their best 
apparel, and were dressed with care and 
taste; but here all the usual conditions 
had been faithfully retained, even to 
the little boy's dirty face. While his 
mother striped arid sewed the filthy ac¬ 
cumulations from old rag shops (later 
to be retailed in carpet at thirty-five 
cents a yard), the heavy-eyed child 
solemnly rocked the cradle wherein lay 
a smutty-faced baby. The crowd could 
not divert him from his task, nor could 
smiles lighten the burden of his respon¬ 
sibility. There w'as almost too much 
Intimacy in this scene; one shrank 
back with a sense of intrusion, and re¬ 
sented its publicity.

the Chicago exhibit were trade union¬ 
ists. due no doubt to the activity of 
many trade union leaders in arranging 
and demonstrating exhibits. 

The exhibit marked a new era in the 
trade movement In Chicago. For the 
first time on a comprehensive .®ralc. 
their real alms and activities and the 
net result of those activities, were dis¬ 
played to the public. People were made 
to realize the extent to which the Inter, 
eats and welfare of wage-earners are co¬ 
incident with the Interest and welfare 
of the whole |>eoj>le. And conversely 
the trade unionists barbed the value j 
of a closer acquaintance with public 
sentiment—learned its desire to know 
the facts and be fair. 

Practical results were apparent from 
the visits of manufacturers or their 
representatives. Their especial Interest 
wua attracted by the display of pro¬ 
tected machinery. This occupied a large 
part of the ground floor, while a sec¬ 
tion of the gallery was given over 
to some of the photographs, charts and 
models from the exhibition of safety 
devices of the American Institute of 
Social Service, New York. Two repre. 
aenta lives of one of Chicago's largest 
JmVustrial establishments found a de» 
vice which was applicable to their ma¬ 
chinery and immediately ordered it 
for the entire plant. These were sup- 
pUmented by charts and tables on In¬ 
dustrial accidents, sickness and legis¬ 
lation prepared by Prof. Charles Ft. 
Henderson, of the University of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Contracted with the “sweated Indus¬ 
try” booths, the reproduction of a sani¬ 
tary garment factory and bakery were 
wylcqme relief. The Typographical 
Unlort exhibited a “scab” bedroom 
printing shop, and showed beside* It a 
well-appointed union establishment. 
Th© latter was kept busy much of the 
time printing the literature of the ex¬ 
hibit. 

Public-spirited people, face to face 
with 111 health, poverty, misery, eco¬ 
nomic loss human wast© and public 
burdens Imposed thereby, were moved 
to show the industrial relation of these 
things. Their only aim w:i9 the public 
gain at as little loss to any Interests 
Involved a» cun be prevented by Just 
laws. The pre?s saw this point. The 
Chicago newspapers, one and all, took 
and gave just tills impression of the 
exhtbirs. It' was not merely a device 
for ngltnUon and education. It wa s the 
expression of a rapidly growing and In¬ 
sistent public opinion that Industrial 
conditions must be Improved. 

It is this spirit w’hich made the Chi¬ 
cago Industrial Exhibit a success, and 
which Is behind the determination’ to 
provide a permanent museum to »*t 
forth the facts of city, industrial and 
©octal conditions. 

The Boston exhibition was able to 
profit by tho experiences of the other ! 
two. 

Good and bad conditions in various i 
industries, mostly dairies, bakeries and > 
various forms of sand blasting and 
grinding, w f ere brought oat in photo¬ 
graphs and exhibits by the State Board 
of Health. The swishing tails of cows 
w r ere show n in neighborly proximity to 
milk palls, milk bottles end the other 
utensils of the craft; all enjoying a 
communistic existence In one room. 
Piles of foul -smelling “brewers'* grain 
to be used for feed, streams of liquid 
manure. Junk heaps and oth *r bad 
conditions were In evidence. Bakeriea 
were shown where the products were 
set to cool on dirty old barrels amidst 
dirt, vis!:'Ii i n photograph, old 

clothes, junk and rubbish. Among the 
sand blasters one man was found wear¬ 
ing a rickety old mask wdih a 1.80 inch 
wire mesh to keep out dust. By It was 
a tmy of brasp and sand w'hich had 
been passed through a L100 inch mesh, 
to show whn* it was possible for the 
man to get into his lungs. 

But th« exhibit in Boston as well 
ns elsewhere was not a muckraking af¬ 
fair. Gobd examples there %vere in 
plenty. Dairies, bakeries, factories 
fairly shining in cleanliness were in 
evidence, to bring out the contrasts and 
point the way to proper condition*. As 
the Boston Globe sold: “No one can ; 
visit this exhibit without going away j 
greatly impressed by the blewdng of ■ 
cleanliness, light and air in every sort j 
of workroom.” _ _

A T BISKRA. IN THE DESER* 
OF SAHARA—Th© railroad la 
bound to revolutionize the Af¬ 
rican continent. Already the 
iron horse, whose breath Is smoko and 
whose eye is fire, Is beginning to light 
up the darker spots of these blackest 
regions on the globe. The work Is rap¬ 
idly going on In Eastern Africa, where 
they are building a line from the Cape 
of Good Hope to Cairo. This has been 
extended from the Mediterranean 
southward for a distance as great as 
from the Atlantic to far beyond the 
Mississippi, and the extension from 
Cape Town to the north is,greater still. 
The Rhodesia railway system reached 
the Zambesi river in 1905 During the 
past year it waa extended beyond that 
point at the rate of almost on© mile 
per day. and it is now at the Broken 
Hill mines within less than 500 miles of 
Lake Tanganyika. I expect to go along 
the greater part of this route before l 
leave Africa, and will be able to de¬ 
scribe the various stages. 

From tho coasts of both East and 
West Africa, railroads are being built 
into the Interior, which will give access 
to the central and southern parts of the 
continent. Here In the north the 
French colonies have an extensive rail¬ 
way system; 'Egypt is grldiroried with 
tracks, and trunk lines are being sur¬ 
veyed tai the Soudan and in the Congo 
valley. 

In fact, railroad building is now go¬ 
ing on In Africa about as fast as In any 
other part of the world. The continent 
is increasing its mileage at the rate 
of over 30 per cent, per year, and while 
It has yet the fewest lines of any of the 
grand divisions of the globe, Its means 
of communication are rapidly growing. 

Ai present th*' chief railroad conti¬ 
nent Is North America. It has between 
250,006 Lnd 300,000 miles of Iron tra -ks. 
Next ccmea Europe, with less than 200,- 
000 nlles, and after that Asia, with 
something like 50.000. Australia hue 
16.000 miles of railroad lines, and Africa 
a little over 15,000. Of all the countries 
of the world the United States leads in 
its Iron highways. We have more 
.racks than all Europe, and three time* 
as many as all the continents outside 
ours. 

Here In Africa the principal railroads 
may be grouped into three systems. The 


first embraces the Tunisian^ Algerian 
roads of the Atlas mountains, the sec¬ 
ond the Egyptian lines, and the third 
the South .African roads, which have 
a greater mileage than those of the 
other two systems combined. 

Algeria alone now has more than two 
thousand miles of railways, and its 
railway receipts are between six and 
seven million dollars a year. There is 
a heavy freight traffic, and the second 
and third-class passenger cars are al¬ 
ways well filled. There are sleeping 
coaches at high rates between Oran and 
Algiers, and one caan go across a great 
part of North Africa by sleeper. 

In Tunisia, which is almost as big as 
the State of Illinois, thexe are now 
something like srtx hundred miles of 
railroads. They are mainly confined to 
the northetyi part of the country, al¬ 
though there are some lines running 
down the east coast and inland to 
fertilizer deposits which lie there. These 
roads are all French, and the Tunisian 
Government has recently authorized 
large appropriations for their exten¬ 
sions. 

A part of the Algerian system belongs 
to the Government, and another part Is 
in the hands of some of the French 
railroad companies. This Is so of the 
road from Oran to Algiers; it belongs 
to the Paris. Lyons and Mediterranean 
corporation, and Its chief offices are In 
France. The Sahara lines are largely 
military, and they oould hardly exist 
without Government support. 

Railway travel in northern Africa is 
far different from that of the United 
States. In comparison with us these 
people arc still a century or so be¬ 
hind the times. Express trains do not 
make more than fifteen or twenty miles 
an hour, and the railroad clocks at the 
stations are purposely kept five min¬ 
utes behind in order that passengers 
may not get left. 

The methods of ticket selling and 
baggage checking are such that one 
should be at the train at least a quar. 
ter of an hour before starting, and 
ho will then have to wait his turn with 
a crowd of Arab soldiers and others, 
each of whom consumes at least two 
minutes at the ticket office and twice 
that time with the baggagemaater. If 
the ticket is a return, the agent figures 
out a reduction of 30 per cent, off the 
regular fare, and makes a memorandum 
of the amount on a ledger as well as 
on the ticket Itself. The ordinary tick¬ 


ets are somewhat like ours, but the 
“returns*’ and excursion certificates are 
of the size of a legal document and 
quite as imposing. 

Only about seventy pounds of bag¬ 
gage are allowed free, and everything 
must be weighed. There is a tax of 2 
cents for checking baggage, and the 
agent registers the weight whether It 
Is below* seventy pounds or not. The 
checks are not made of cardboard or 
brass, as in our country. They are 
merely receipts on a thin, tough paper, 
so arranged that one-half of each re¬ 
ceipt can be given to the passenger 
and the other doubled up and tied with 
a string to the baggage. 

Most of the natives carry their be¬ 
longings In bags not unlike coffee sacks, 
and much of the checked baggage is of 
that nature. At the depots the poorer 
Arabs throw these bags over their 
shoulders and march off with them. 

First and second-class passengers 
take numerous valises and bundles into 
the cars. I am now traveling with nine 
packages, and they all go into the car. 
At every stop and start the porters 
take all my stuff in and out for me, and 
the rates are so low that the cost of 
handling Is little. Four cents is a big 
enough fee for one man. and one good 
lusty Arab can carry my baggage. 

The third-class seats are bare board 
benches, and they are usually filled 
with Arabs. Moors and Kabyles. with a 
sprinkling of private soldiers. The lat¬ 
ter receive wages of only about one 
cent per day and hence cannot travel 
In luxury. 

Within the past year or so dining- 
cars have been put on some of these 
Algerian trains. Others stop at the sta¬ 
tions for luncheon and 'dinner, and at 
every’ station there is a lunch room, 
called a buvette. 

The usual rate for dinner is about for¬ 
ty cents, and for that sum one gets an 
excellent meal, with a quart bottle of 
white or red wine thrown In. Luncheons 
are often put up and brought to the 
cars at a cost of about fifty cents each. 
For that one gets two slices of roast 
beef or a half chicken, several boiled 
eggs, and also cheese, sweet cakes and 
fruit. There is always a quart bottle 
of wine put In. The wine is good and 
the food Is excellent. 

I have not the railroad wages at 
hand, but they must be exceedingly 
low. Every station has a Large number 
of officers and soldiers, A cross-roads 


depot which in our country would 
hardly be thought worthy of an agent 
requires a half dozen guards and the 
large stations proportionately more. 

The railroads of Algeria and Tunisia 
at present have a length of almost 
3,000 miles. The new lines projected 
number many thousand miles more, and 
in the near future tho railroad system 
of this part of tho world will probably 
be several times what It is now. One 
of the most remarkable of the new 
schemes Is fathered by the young 
Khedive of Egypt. His majesty is rich 
and he has trouble Investing his sur¬ 
plus. He proposes to build a railroad 
from Egypt to Tripoli which may be 
extended on around the Gulf of Gabes 
and thus connect wtth the railway sys¬ 
tem of Tunisia. 

Another scheme Is to build a line 
through the Atla.s mountains of Moroc¬ 
co to Tangier, t.he two projects com¬ 
pleting a greait trunk line from the Nile 
to the Atlantic. The Morocco scheme 
cannot be attempted In the present con¬ 
dition of that country, and it is doubt¬ 
ful whether tho travel and freight of 
the region between Tripoli and the Nllo 
would ever make that part of the road 
pay The length of this trunk line, all 
told, would be about as long as from 
New York to Salt Lake City, and fully 
two-thirds of it remains to be built. 
Here in Algeria and Tunisia there are 
roads running east and west about as 
far as from New York to Chicago, and 
in Egypt the Khedive has already built 
something llko sixty or seventy miles 
from the Nile westward. 

A part of this route goes along the 
Mediterranean through the Libyan 
desert. The Khedive has traveled on 
horseback over this section and was 
surprised to find that the country has 
a rich soil and that it once supported 
a large population. Everywhere he 
wenthe saw the remains of tho Romans* 
There were ruined towns and villages 
and enough stones In them to build a 
hundred new settlements. Here and 
there he crossed rich oases, and he has 
advanced the opinion that his road will 
pay. The part already built is now do¬ 
ing so. and he has widened the gauge 
to accommodate the traffic. If it should 
ever be completed to Tunisia, and the 
Morocco extension made, it would 
bring Africa within four hours of Eu¬ 
rope by way of the Strait of Gibraltar, 
and there will be a probable connection 
with Asia by a road which might be 


built from Cairo to connect with the 
lines now going south through Damas¬ 
cus and Jerusalem. 

As to Morocco, that country will even¬ 
tually form a live field for railroad 
engineers. It is now* in such an un¬ 
settled state that the Powers will have 
to take hold of it within a short time. 
Both life and property are unsafe, and 
It Is Impossible fot foreigners to travel 
through it. 

Morooco is one of the richest coun¬ 
tries of Africa* and one of the worst 
governed and most backward. It has 
ten or more million population, and it 
is said to be far richer than either 
Algeria or Tunisia. Excepting the 
French regions of the Desert of Sahara, 
Morocco is almost as large as those 
tw*o countries put together, and It has 
no roods nor any highways of com¬ 
munication except bridle paths. It has 
some large cities, such as Fez, Mnra- 
kerh and Mecktnez, and eight or more 
coastal pons. The oountry la such that 
railroads could be easily built through 
It, and I am told that the natural 
resources would eventually make tho 
roads pay. 

One of the first lines to be con¬ 
structed in Morooco will be from Tan¬ 
gier, the portoppoaito Gibraltar, to Fez, 
the capital. The distance Is one hun¬ 
dred and seventy-five miles, and at 
present all the freight between the two 
cities is carried on camels, donkeys and 
mules. Travelers usually go upon 
horses, and they must always be ac¬ 
companied by soldiers or pay a tribute 
to the tribes along the w*ay. 

Another scheme is to extend the 
Western Algerian road, which now* 
goes to Tlemcen, on to Fez. This would 
connect the chief capital of the Sultan 
with the French colonial railway sys¬ 
tem and give Morocco access to almost 
three thousand miles of railroad com¬ 
munication. 

Still another road proposed is that 
from Mogador to Marakcch and Fez. 
This would furnish Fez with a short 
route to the Atlantlo ocean. Tills was 
the line favored by SI Mehdl el Moneb- 
bl. the ex-w’ar minister of tho Bultan. 
Both the French and the Germans are 
now after railway concessions In Mo¬ 
rocco. 

More interesting than any of these 
schemes are those which are planned 
to connect tho rich regions of the Atlas 
mountains with the Soudan, that great 
fertile, healthy belt of 2>»orth Central 


Africa. The Soudan runs clear across 
the continent from the Nile to the At¬ 
lantic. and It Is wonderfully rich In re¬ 
sources and people. The barrier be¬ 
tween the two regions Is the great 
Desert of Sahara, which 1 b as long as 
the Mediterranean and as wide as 
from the Atlantic ocean to the Rockies. 
It Is In this desert that I am now writ¬ 
ing. I have ridden for many miles over 
its rocky wastes of stone and sand, and 
have climbed the mountains and 
plateaus w*hlch are found here and 
there in many parts of It. 

The Sahara Itself is neither level nor 
low. It has vast plains where the sand 
stretches out on every side to the hori¬ 
zon, but there are many places where 
the country Is rolling. There are gorges 
along the beds of dry rivers, there are 
mighty bluff9 of stone and no end of 
hills and mountains. I am in sight of 
the chief range of the Atlas at Biskra, 
and its hills are dryer than the Sahara 
Itself. I rode for several hundred miles 
along the range which separates Al¬ 
geria and Morocco. The sands of the 
desert go to the foothills and pile up 
there In great masses, while the slopes 
above are absolutely bare of vegetation 
and altogether arid. 

The average level of the Sahara 
throughout is as high as that of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains in Virginia. 
There are but few places where it drops 
to 500 feet above tne sea. and only one 
or two in which It falls below sea level. 
Lake Chad Itself is several hundred feet 
above the ocean. 

In addition to its rolling character, 
the desert offers many obstacles to 
railroad building. One is the long 
stretches over which the track must go 
without water, and another Is the enor¬ 
mous cost of hauling the fuel. At Co¬ 
lomb Bechar, the terminus of the road 
which the French are building south¬ 
ward toward Timbuktu, coal Is now 
worth $20 a ton; and, unless mines can 
be found along the line of the route a 
cheaper fuel must be obtained or the 
extension abandoned. The stations at 
pro sent are chiefly at the oases; but 
even there the pipes which supply the 
water tanks are wrapped with straw 
to retard evaporation and every means 
is used to increase the water supply. 

The Sahara Itself can furnish but lit¬ 
tle support for a railroad. It is pep¬ 
pered with oases, but the fertile spots 
are far apart, and it is only in such 
regions as tho Fezzan, Twat and Tafl- 
let, where there are a large number of 


oases together, that there will be many 
passengers or much freight. The Saha¬ 
ra has, all told, about 80,000 square 
miles of oases, but these are scattered 
over a region larger than Europe and 
many of them are inaccessible except 
to camels. 

The freight of the desert is chiefly 
made up of dates, grain and alfa gross. 
Some tobacco and cotton are raised in 
the southern Sahara, but not enough to 
form a freight Item; and the salt mines, 
which now supply & part of the caravan 
loads, would not make a great traffic. 

The Soudan, at the south of the Sa¬ 
hara, is far different. It has an enor¬ 
mous population of native blacks. No 
one knows how many there are, but the 
probability Is that they number be¬ 
tween fifty and one hundred, million 
soula There are something like twenty- 
five millions in Nigeria alone, and the 
French and German provinces contain 
many mllltons more. There are big 
towns there, such as Kuka and Kano, 
which are now* caravan centers, and 
others, such as Timbuktu, which were 
cities once and whloh would be gfeat 
again if a railroad could be built to 
them. 

At present the caravan trade is fall¬ 
ing off. The trains of one thousand or 
more camels, guarded by soldiers, 
w*hich used to start across the Sahara 
w*lth perhaps a half million dollars’ 
worth of goods, consisting of Ivory, gold 
dust and slaves, have dwindled to 
trains containing one hundred camels or 
less, and the caravan trade diminishes 
every year. 

Indeed, one can now go from the 
United States by steam vessels to Sen¬ 
egal. and thence by trains and steam¬ 
er to Timbuktu. That city Is not far 
from the Niger, and Is the terminus of 
the caravan routes from Tripoli. Mo¬ 
rocco and Algeria. It lies & thousand 
miles almost directly south of Colomb 
Bechar, the end of the Western Algeria 
road into the Sahara, and the French 
have surveyed a route to It. If this 
Is completed it will give the vast Nlgor 
system direct railroad connection with 
the Mediterranean. 

The Niger is navigable during a largo 
part of Its course. It is as long as the 
Mississippi proper, audits basin is one- 
third the size of the whole United 
States. The French are building sev¬ 
eral other roads, in addition to the one 
which connects Senegal with Timbuktu, 
to reach that river. One of these le 


through French Gulp ©a, another go** 
through Dahomey, and a third go©* in¬ 
land from the Ivory coast. Altogether 
they will unite the Atlantic with the 
Niger, and if the Colomb Bechar desert 
mad Is extended Timbuktu may become 
the Chicago of tho Soudan. 

Another railroad center will be at 
Kuka. That city lies on Lake Chad, 
perhaps a thousand miles farther east- 
ward. Surveys havo been made to ex¬ 
tend the Biskra road to that point, bat 
so far less than tw*o hundred mile® 
have been built, and almost two thou¬ 
sand remain to be constructed. This 
road would go through a number ©£ 
oases, and would largely follow th® 
lines of the present caravan routes. 

Another Trans-Sahara road Is planix* 
ed to start at Blldah, In Algeria, arut 
terminate at one of the bends of th® 
Niger In Bornu or Hausaland. The dis-* 
tance In this case would be less that* 
seventeen hundred miles, and the road 
would parallel the Biskra lin until It 
reached the center of the desert. 

I do not mean to say that any of 
these roads will soon be completed. 
They are all dependent on water, cheap 
fuel and other conditions. The Biskra 
apd -the Colomb Bechar roads have al„ 
ready been built far down into th® 
sands, but their extensions are as yet 
uncertain. Tho French surveyors have 
gone carefully over tho two routes 
and they have furnished not only sur¬ 
veys, but w’orklng plans and the proba 
able cost of operation. 

It Is estimated that it will requtr® 
about $30,000 per kilometer, or six- 
tenths of a mile, to construct any of 
these roads through the desort, and 
that the earnings will be about $2,000 
per kilometer. The running expenses of 
one train a day would be a ]title ove* 
a thousand dollars per kilometer, and 
on these estimates tho roads might pay. 
The cost of the fuel, how*ever, Is such 
that the running expenses are prob¬ 
ably greatly underestimated, and th® 
same Is true of the cost of building 
the roads. The average cost peT infls 
of railroad construction in Europe is 
almost $100,000, and the average cost 
per mile for the rest of the world is 
almost $60,000. It is difficult to see how 
a trunk line through the Desert of 
Sahara could be constructed at a less 
cost than the average rate for th® 
rest of the world.

In bulky volume, published 
under the tit!*" of “My Life in Christ, 
are often to be seen in the libraries of 
American »nd Engjk*h clergymen, and 
his biography, written by a Scotch di¬ 
vine, has had a wide circulation. 

A man with such ;« reputation could 
hardlv fall to have enemies. Bitter at¬ 
tacks Have been made on him oy int 
Russian press, and his tack of worldly 
wisdom undoubtedly has facilitated the 
task of his opponents. He has been iac¬ 
cused of trading on the J 

the people In order to fill hiB pockets, 
of Indulging in unheard-of Immoral y, 

of preteuUing to be Johu th- Baptist 


returned to earth—In short, of being a 
thorough-paced charlatan. In St. Pe¬ 
tersburg I met people who told me mar¬ 
velous stories of his power to he.il tho 
sick, of his piety and his charity to the 
poor; but others abused him Immoder¬ 
ately. and. not knowing whom to be¬ 
lieve, 1 recently determined to go and 
see him and Judge for myself. I found 
not, I think, a saint, but a simple, not 
very cultured, yet transparently, good 
man. 

1 turned up the great collar of my 
“shuba" ant! pulled m.v fur cap low 
on my forehead to prepare for tho drive. 
In the teeth of an Icy wind, across the 
stretch of frozen sea which separates 
from tho mainland the little Island on 
which Kronstadt Is built. Quickly the 
sledgo glided over the ice, gleaming 
in the sumhlne tike opal, quickly the 
little fir trees which marked the road 
flashed past, and beyond their baund- 
ary ice yachts darted hither and thith¬ 
er* with incredible swiftness like fabu¬ 
lous white-winged sea fowl. 

In twenty minutes the tow*n was 
reached and the sledge soon stopped 
before the cathedral w*here Father John 
of Kronstadt has ministered for many 
years. I pushed open the door and on- 


tered, or, to speak accurately, squeezed 
myself Into the building, which was so 
crammed with people that It was diffi¬ 
cult to find room even for one more. 
It was a change from the Polar regions 
to Central Africa, for the heat was 
otifilng. but the fervent crowd of pil¬ 
grims hiad no thought of the discomfort 
of standing crunhel together In th* al¬ 
most insupportable atmosphere of the 
church. Their thoughts were fixed on 
God and Ills Mother and the priest, 
whom they regarded as a saint, who.se 
plotu-re they place In their homes with 
the piewirvs of the Virgin and St. Nich¬ 
olas or St. Seraphim, by whose inter¬ 
cession. men ray, the Czar has been 
given a son. 

The choir sang the music of the Rus¬ 
sian church, a chant of almost unearth¬ 
ly loveliness, the aromatic perfume of 
incense was wafted from the sanctuary 
anc! the golden Icons of the saints 
glittered in the yellow light of the 
tapers burning before them A man 
tapped me lightly on the sh >ulder with 
a candle, “St. Nikolai.” he said. I took 
it, stretched out my hond at* fc.r :.s 
possible. ”8t. Nikolai.” I «*'\V»crt, »<*.• 
ping a man some way in fp*nt and ih» 
taper passed through the r .wd until 
it reached the holy shrine, w here l\ w u 
to flame in silent interc* rdo.. brj .r 
the saint. 

Slowly the royal gate** of the ic- 
tuary opened and a figure In * ss rm its 
of cloth of silver and a -clntili it ing 
mitre emerged from the blaxe li<ht 
in the holy place. It was F'^ner Jo n 
A quiver of emofion passed thr . gh 
the crowd, all who could fell on »h dr 
knees, but the crush was so great flat 
this was Impossible for many. s«-w»® 
bent their heads to receive a Mesri 
others gazed with ecstatic devotion n 
their eyes at the IIVttie old man who e 
touch Is said to heal the sick T <• 
clfrir was ailent, th© worshippt i 


hushed and expectant. Quietly the 
priest told them that It was Impossible 
for him to hear the confession of so 
vast a multitude. 

"Let each man tell his sins to God 
and then receive the absolution of his 
priest.” He added words, so simple 
that they might have come from the 
lips of a Protestant pastor, on the need 
of repentance and firm purpose of 
amendment. When he had finished the 
strange silence ended and all told out 
their sins, proclaimed them aloud, as 
though none was near to hear. The air 
seemed heavy and polluted with the 
terror of human sin and misery as men 
beat their breasts, and tales which 
would make the reader shudder rose to 
the ear of God. Near me were rough 
peasants, some of them had come from 
far distant homes and held the pil¬ 
grim’s staff, tears ran down their rug¬ 
ged faces; one bent to the earth pros¬ 
trate before heaven. Presently the up¬ 
roar ceased and there was silence, dis¬ 
turbed only by the low sobs or penitent 
groans of the crowd. 

Then came a still voice, calm and 
passionless. Faces v ere illumined with 
supernatural Joy, radiant as though Ga¬ 
briel himself had spoken, the place 
seemed pure and holy again, for Father 
John had pronounced the absolution 
• i id high heaven smiled with pardon. 
The crystal voices of the choir rose in 
tender melodies, a deacon chanted 
prayers before the royal gates, tho 

oice of the priest came softly from the 
my terlous sanctuary and the crowd 
pr«-«.*ed forward to receive the aw*ful 
& tern men t at the hands of Father John. 
Probably nowhere in the world could 
such l scene of sumptuous magnificence 
and simple fervor be wltneseed. 

\ >uple of hours later I was In the 
study f the old priest. He received mo 
with k c-at kindness. 

• Do *• ou speak Russian?” he asked. 


"Yes.” 

”That is good.** Ho mad© me sit at 
the table and placed his chair very close 
to mine. 

“You must speak very loudly.” he 
sold, throwing his arm affectionately 
round my khoulders, "because I am 
deaf.” 

Somehowr i felt as if I had no right 
to monopolize his time. Many a peas¬ 
ant would have given all he possessed 
to be in my place, talking to the ven¬ 
erable looking priest. Yet his robe of 
rich black brocade with sleeves turned 
back with crimson silk, the magnificent 
crona of gold set with pearls and tur¬ 
quoises he w*ore seemed out of keeping 
with his reputation as a saint; and the 
room with its soft carpet, a rare lux¬ 
ury In Russia, and costly icons, one of 
which he told me was a gift from the 
Czar, a strange setting for a miracle- 
w'orker. 

"Yes,” he said. In reply to a ques¬ 
tion. ‘*1 often see the Czar, and his fa¬ 
ther died In my arms,” a remark which 
reminded me that Father John and a 
court chaplain had a wordy controversy 
as to which had given the lasit sacra¬ 
ment to Alexander lfl., a potty squab¬ 
ble difficult to associate with sanctity, 
at any rate for a Western man accus¬ 
tomed to take such figures as August¬ 
in© or gentle Francis or stem Ignatius 
as criterion? for canonization. 

"What,” I asked, "do you think of 
the religious liberty now* allowed In 
Russia ?” 

"It is bad,” be replied. "You see. 
many people are ignorant or stupid and 
incapable of making a wise choice In 
religion. It is not good to give them 
the opportunity of leaving the holy 
Orthodox Church and of falling into 
grave errors.” 

I spoke of the bitter newspaper at¬ 
tacks directed against him. 

"Who lie about me ia our small, 


cheap papers?” he exclaimed vehem¬ 
ently. "Jourax|Mfi*a who have lost tihelr 
consciences and circulate slander and 
falsehood, our godless intelligentzia,” 
and he made use of an expressive Rus¬ 
sian phrase, *'to such people I am a 
cataract on the eye.” Then he added 
in a quiet, almost plaintive voice: ”God 
is my righteousness. I have served him 
for fifty years; He know*s me; to Him 
alone i shall answer these charges at 
the Judgment of the whole world. If 
you wish to know* What the true Rus¬ 
sian thinks of me, ask her. I speak 
with boldness before God. She will 
bear testimony for me.” 

Now, Father John showed very clear¬ 
ly the other day w*hat he understands 
by "the true Russia.*’ He came to St. 
Petersburg expressly to bless the new* 
banner of the union of the Russian peo¬ 
ple, a black hundred organization which 
contains nobody of the slightest intel¬ 
lectual eminence. This body is frankly 
reactionary, its organs in the press de¬ 
liberately advocate pogroms and the 
murdering of Jews, It petitions the Czar 
humbly and prayerfully not to abolish 
the death penalty and the court-mar¬ 
tials which are terrorizing the Russian 
people at the present time, and implores 
him not to give liberty to tho Jews; it 
sticks to the old principle which would 
be advocated by Father John: Ortho¬ 
doxy and autocracy are the tw*o pillars 
of the Russian state. 

The scene when Father John entered 
the great Mlhallovsky riding school to 
give the benediction to the standard of 
the reactionaries was truly remarkable. 
The meeting had begun with violent 
harajigues, punctuated about every five 
minutes by the playing of "God Rave 
the Czaa*!” by a military band and by 
the cheering of a well-trained "claque;" 
suddenly It had changed to a magnifi¬ 
cent religious pageant, orators gave 
way to ecclesrtastios in silver tissue and 


the band to children Who sang the 
dreamy music of tho church. As they 
chanted there wns a rush of people to 
one side of the hall, and I saw the little 
old priest of Kronstadt being half-car¬ 
ried through th© crowd, rushed along 
by a couple of stqlwart men to extricate 
him os quickly ns possible from devo¬ 
tees pressing to touch his robe. Father 
John Is as hostile to the lovable Tblstol 
os he Is to tho political reformers of 
modem Russia. 

‘What do you think of Tolstoi and 
his followers?” I asked him. 

**I do not hesitate to term the men 
who admire Leo Tolstoi as good for 
nothing people and godless anarchists. 
They .adore their master and 1 always 
oppose him. On that account they 
greatly hate me and are ready to wipe 
me off the face of the earth. But I 
do not fear them, nor do I pay any at¬ 
tention to them. After all. could I ex¬ 
pect from the world better treatment 
than slander and Jeering? How* did the 
world treat Christ and the apostles and 
martyrs? The Lord said that ail who 
wished to live in this world religiously 
will be persecuted. The enemies of 
Christ persecute me.” 

I spoke of his great popularity in 
Russia. 

"I have alw’&ys orotested,” he said 
humbly, “at my pictures being placed 
In churches. I do not seek and did not 
seek glory,” and he added with a cer¬ 
tain triumph In his voice, “it came it¬ 
self to me. He gave me the glory who 
said: ‘Those who glorify Me I will 
glorify.’ " 

We spoke of the extraordinary wom¬ 
an, Matrlona, popularly called Parphy- 
ria. In allusion to the imperial mantle 
she was accustomed to wear, who had 
appeared at Kronstadt ar.d enjoyed the 
patronage of Father John. 

She bad been greeted as the Mother 
of God returned to earth, and she had 


walked through the streets In 
•Ion accompanied by girls dressed as 
angels and waving palms, while th* 
populace greeted her with cries of “HaU 
to the queen of all the earth!” 

Father John was somewhat reticent 
on the subject. “She never called her* 
self the Mother of God,” he said shorU 
1 >*. 

When he was obliged to go out ta 
visit a sick person he kissed mo affec-, 
tionately and uttered a few gracious 
words as his valet helped him into 
magnificent shuba of costly fur. I re*^ 
malned to chat a little with his grande 
son, a child of twelve, Igor Chemlakln. 
Ho took me Into the drawing room, 
where he showed me a gTeat portrait 
of the Czar. He put hiB little hands 
together and looked up at the paint¬ 
ing as if It were the Icon of some holy 
saint. “Oh,” he said, “he is so good, 
he Is almost an angel!” 

Then he showed mo Father John’s 
bedroom, a plea.sant room with many 
icons in silver on the walls: behind a 
screen was the little bed of tho revered 
priest, spread with an elegant quilt 
of pale blue silk; and hanging on wail® 
and screens were many, perhaps thirty, 
cassocks. They were presents from 
the devout, some were of black br >cade^ 
one or two of sky blue silk wadded for 
use in winter, and on a mantle of gray 
silk glittered the star of St. Alexander 
Nevsky, a high order conferred by th® 
Emperor. 

‘ All Russia loves him,” said th© boy, 
“every day we receive heaps of tele¬ 
grams and Jetters from all parts of the 
country asking for his intercessions.” 

And as I left the little fellow called 
after me; “Tell the Americana that 
all Russia love« him.” His voice cam* 
to me faintly as I reached the bottom 
of the stairs: “All Russia loves hirn« 
please tell the Americans.'*

J UST now the June bride Is the 
most interesting figure In the 
dressmaking world. »for her 
trousseau is uppermost in the 
rr.lnds of professional and home eew- 
ers. How to stretch the amount laid 
aside for bridal finery is the question 
which agitates.the bride-to-be ond her 
mother. How to secure the most 
brlde-like results from the fabrics and 
trimmings provided is the problem of 
the dressmaker, for in a day of garment 
luxury, the bride must stund out pre¬ 
eminent. 

To accomplish this feat on a limited 
amount of money, rare discretion must 
be shown the selection cf wekvea and 
colors. Often the very shade select¬ 
ed may deaden a costume and make 
>it unsuitable for the trousseau, while 
soft, clinging weaves, with a satin- 
finished surface should be given the 
preference for all but the most practical 
of utility dresses. Also, bits of lace, a 
dash of cotmed embroidery or French 
applique, fancy buttons and velvet rib¬ 
bon lacings will go far to redeem a 
frock made from simple, inexpensl'® 
fabric. Daintiness, dressiness, a gen¬ 
eral air of festivity must emanate from 

most of the gowns. 

Naturally the most Important gown 
under consideration is the bridal robe, 
which, while it need not be very ex¬ 
pensive, should live up to certain wed¬ 
ding day traditions. By oil means have 
a train, a veil, white kid or satin 
slippers and long, glace kid gloves. 
Tulle Is best of all for the veil, and a 
•mall spray of artificial orange blos¬ 
soms is preferred to a coronet for at¬ 
taching the veil to the coiffure. Wild 
flowers like field dalPies. or white lilacs 
or lilies of the valley are carried by 
June brides in preference to roses. 

The vogue of the princess gown in 
-beer materials like mull and bat a e 
reduces the problem of expense. A 
beautiful bridal robe can be evolved 
from sheer batiste with panels cf 
tucking and German Val. insertion or 
all-over embroidery. The high collar 
and yoke should be made of many rows 
of over-lapping lace, insertion and edg¬ 
ing. Another pretty fancy is to buy all- 
oyer embroidery and edging to match 
for trimming batiste robes and then, 
if the pattern Is scattered, insert it 
with medallions of lace, or diamonds 
or squares formed of insertion, sur¬ 
rounded by fine plcatings or frills of 
narrow lace edging. The combination 
of lace with embroldtry Is one of the 
Aaron’s fads. 

Soft silks and fine voiles are much 
used forywodding gowns. The voile 
tuust be made over silk, but it affords 
th « mort useful of gow ns later on. It 
can be trimmed with ctuny or Irish 
kce. with straps of silk or embroidered 
Pieces done on the voile or on silk, 
h the bride-to-be Is deft with her em¬ 
broidery need.e. 

The Illustration show’s an admirable 
Pattern for a bridal robe In silk, plain 
° r veiled with chiffon, or in voile In 
combination with lace. The bodice Is 

tactically cf lace with a pleated bolero 
*®*t in the silk or voile. If voi’e is 
u **‘l. the girdle must be of liberty 
taffeta ribbon or silk, very soft and pH- 
tble strappings on the lace should 
** °f bias bands of silk, stitched flat, 


or ribbon twisted Into d cornucopia or 
shell design. 

The skirt pattern admits of a train 
of lesser length so becomingly suited to 
many othe r uses, also it is adapted to 
all the fashionable soft materials, w’htle 
the front panel can be either of the 
same or of any contrasting material 
that may be liked. Little ruffles of lac© 
to the belt or to knee depth are often 
seen and various other suggestions 
might be made. 

The skirt is cut In seven gores, the 
front gore being plain, while those at 
the side and back can be shirred to 
form the points or tucked as best liked. 
The box plaits are separate and ap¬ 
plied over the front seams. 

The w'alst is made with a foundation 
in blouse style and this foundation is 
faced with all-over lace to form the 
guimpe portions, while over it are ar¬ 
ranged the plaRed portions of silk. 
The lower edge of the foundation waist 
is joined to a fitted girdle, which does 
away with bulk at the waist line and 
over this fitted girdle the draped one is 
arranged. The sleeves also are arrang¬ 
ed over fitted linings and can be cut 
off at three-quarter length or faced to 
form deep cuffs If liked. If a transpar¬ 
ent effect is desired the linings for 
the elbow- nloeves can be omitted and 
the shlrrlngs stayed with straight 
bands of the materia!. The trimming 
portions extend over the shoulders and 
give a broad drooping effect that makes 
th* latest decree of Madame la Mode. 

If silk or any 21-inch-width goods Is 
used, 18 yards will be required; if 
double width material like voile is se¬ 
lected, then only 9 yards will be need¬ 
ed. If an all-over lace panel is Intro¬ 
duced down the front of the skirt, this 
will require 1% of a yard. For the lace 
blouse 2% of 18-lnch-all-over if short 
sleeves are used, and 2% if long sU«ve 3 
are selected; 2 , i yards of soft silk will 
be needed for the girdle and bolero If 
the latter la made of silk; and on the 
skirt, if insertion, galloon or ruchlng 
Is used for a trimming, twelve yards or 
more will be required, according to the 
number of rows applied. For a voile 
robe, the skirt trimming may be of bias 
bands or silk, stitched flat. 

An exquisite and comparatively inex¬ 
pensive wedding gown recently turned 
out for a June bride was of chiffon 
cloth, which is more durable, cleans 
better and Is very little higher In price 
than plain chiffon. It costs about $1-CC 
a yard. and. being 46 inches wide, cuts 
to advantage* The design was tho 
simplest c f princess effects, w ith a tiny 
bolero of baby Irish lace. The latter 
was finished around the edge with 
double ruchlng of the chiffon doth and 
the same narrow ruehlngs were used 
to form a Wall of Troy pattern above 
the hem. The bolero and princ 
foundation were cut rather low. and to 
admit a yoke of French Val. lace, la 
narrow, over-lapping rows. The turn¬ 
back cuffs on the elbow sleeves were 
of lace to match the bolero, edged also 
with tiny ruchings of the chiffon cloth. 
After the wedding, the bride will re¬ 
move the Val. lace yoke and utilize 
her wedding gown for a dinner and 
evening dress, cut decollette.

C HICKEN salad Is the most depend¬ 
able relish to serve on this occar- 
slon. It never holds the possibilities of 
ptomalno poisoning as fish may, and 
It doe® not wilt as a green salad would, 
if the reception runs for some length. 
Here Is an old family recipe: Thi* 
quantity should make very nearly two 
quarts of salad, sufficient for twenty 
people. If served with sandwiches and 
ices. Select two plump fowl, not too 
old, simmer In boiling water until ten¬ 
der. Do not cut them up before cook¬ 
ing, and do not cook f nr cold water, as 
this draws out tho Juice. When tender 
remove from the liquor, cool and cut 
into dice. Add one pint of celery cpt 
in dice, mixed lightly, sprinkled witty 
a little salt. If you do not like oil, uso 
this dressing: Beat the yolks of seven 
eggs, add seven pinches of mustard, 
seven teaspoons of sugar; place in a 
porcelain stew pan. add slowly seven 
tablespoons of boiling vinegar. Cook 
slowly until thick; mix with the chick¬ 
en, add one cup of good sweet cream, 
whipped light, and salt arid pepper to 
taste. If you like oil try this mayon¬ 
naise dressing: Into the w’ell-boaten 
yolk of one egg add drop by drop ono 
pint of olive oil; boll two eggs hard;

Some Things Weak Hands 
May Do 

H INTS on *n«*«*pjn* t»v “M A H.” ar# 
correct In tho main for *.t>r>»* who oan 
b*or tho strain but whjr stop to wring 
a cloth or mop tvh«n thv number noeil only 
bo limited by th« number you ch«»*»o to 
tako car* of or th# else* you bav* to 
hsn* them? 

Take a well.rinsed and drained mop of 
just tlur right degre* of dampness, "ml 
with such varying and deft strokes as a 
resoundui woman soon acquaints htr*»lf 
with go over the rugs carpets painted and 
polished borders about bedroom rugs, hard¬ 
wood floors and stairs every day wrten 
necessary oftener elsewhere and you will 
be surprised to see how much saving there 
will be In wear and tear of carpats and 
physical strength. You will find a wav to 
drip tho mops when you cannot wring 
them—over a sink or across a chair, mavhe. 
when It is frevslng out of doors. Haw a 
separate mop for a light carpet. If need 
ba. Knit goods, the rough side out. make 
excellent mops; hoa* and half hose may be 
laid flat against one another and sewed on 
tha machine. Thesa can be renewed, and. 
with a good mop j»ick, cost little Dampen 
a dry mop Just as much as Is necessary, 
then with a number on hand tha cloth* 
can be used one after another, rinsed and 
the work Is done. 

It Is well cast-iron rules mav be discarded 
sometimes Avoid tha harrowing, corroding 
effect vf dust sweeping with a broaro. 
Should there bo lint and dust rolled up in 
tufts, these can bs swept as easily os dry 
tea leaves. Mop sweeping does not take 
the place of an occasional rug-shaking out 
of doors when tha weather permits. 

This method of mop swooping can ba 
used In the sick room by adding borax or 
any non-com»slve disinfectant to the water 
when neither patient nor carpet can ba 
removed It may also be employed during 
eruptive fevora that must be followed by 
thorough disinfecting. 

Another thing weak hands may do To 
pore whlta potatoes, apples and other Arm 
fruits or vegetables, hold down with the 
fingers on a tray or cutting board, and 
with a thin paring knife learn to shave ;he 
rind from you In thin slips You will ts 
glad of the economy In saving of tho fruit 
an4 there will ba little or no stain to the 
fingers as there la when tha knife works 
against them In tha old way.

Sending Linen lo Laundry 

H ERE are a few good rules for send¬ 
ing linen to the luundry. All arti¬ 
cles should be legibly marked with 
full name In either cotton or Ink. Mark 
plainly where the letters will show when 
tlie piece Is folded, or freshly ironed 
clothes will be tumbled in the search 
for the distinguishing sign. Look In 
pockets carefully before sending clothe* 
off. Turn socks and stockings Inside 
out. For the sake of common humanity, 
be sure that no pins remain anywhere. 
Use rust proof hooks and eyes. Mend 
clothes before sending, or they will come 
back In much worse condition. Tie 
handkerchiefs In a bundle by them¬ 
selves. Take off all buckles and de¬ 
tachable buttons, and even any very 
valuable buttons already sewed on. 


Moths and BvUgs 

D YED RUGS, such dog nnd goat 
skins, an* not ntt iced by moths, 
because In curii.; and dyeing 
them poisons are put in that make (hem 
practically Immune from attacks by 
these insects; but ihe contrary is true 
of the natural skins, such as polar bear, 
tiger, leopard, etc., for, though the cur¬ 
ing process, they go through contains 
more preservatives than are put Into 
that used on muffs, boas, etc., they aro 
much more likely to attract these de¬ 
structive Insects than those that aro 
dyed. 

Housekeeping Hints 

N EEDLES und pins will never rust 
In a cushion tilled 4-lih coffee 
grounds. Pour the coffee from the 
grounds und rinse them tn cold water. 
Let them dry thoroughly oefore using. 

The bent point ot a sewlng-mucblne 
needle may be sharpened on a whet¬ 
stone. and need not be discarded. 

Put a small bag of t-lcum powder 
In a box with a cover, and keep In tho 
workbox to rub on the fingers when 
they perspire. 

When you have occasion to use plas¬ 
ter of parts, wet It with vinegar In¬ 
stead of water; then It will be like 
putty, and can be smoothed better, as 
It will not "set** for half an hour, 
while plaster wet with water harden* 
at once. 

To string very fine bends, cut onr 
strand of silk thread a little longer 
than the rest.

Orchard Interview Merely 
Matter of News. 


Papers Had No Improper Mo¬ 
tive In Publishing It. 


Prosecuting Attorney Exon¬ 
erates All Correspondents. 


SUGGESTS ORDER BY COURT. 


Boise. Idaho, May IS.—Prosecuting 
Attorney Koetach has completed his 
Investigation of the circumstances un¬ 
der which Harry Orchard, principal 
witness for the State In the fitc-unen- 
berg murder case, was interviewed, 
and to-day presented the District Court 
with a report exoncratng from the 
charge of mproper motves ill persona 
connected with the Incident. He found 
that the only motive that the newspa¬ 
per men had in interviewing Orchard 
was to obtain news of him. In an¬ 
nouncing the report, Judge Wood said 
that It called for no action, and directed 
that it be filed. 

The report Is In part as follows: 

*T, of courae, investigated the mat¬ 
ter with the view solely of determin¬ 
ing whether there had been any in* 
fraction of our penal laws or contempt 
upon the court. I take it for granted 
that with the question of the propriety 
or taste of the publication or consid¬ 
eration, I have nothing to do, at least 
not In an official way. In order to come 
within the purview of our statute de¬ 
fining and punishing improper attempts 
to influence a Juror or person sum¬ 
moned as a juror, such attempt muwt 
have been made intentionally and cor¬ 
ruptly, and If so done It is a felony. 
A publication during the course of a 
trial which reflects upon the court or 
assails the litigants or seeks to intimi¬ 
date witnesses or spreads before the 
Jury an opinion upon the merits of 
controversy or threatens with public 
odium or attempts to dictate their de¬ 
cision or In any Improper way endeav¬ 
or* to influence their decision is in con¬ 
tempt of court. 

• ♦ • 

No Improper Motives. 

*T am able to report that my Inves¬ 
tigation of *ho matter entirely dis¬ 
proves that any Improper motive ac¬ 
tuated anyone connected with the pub¬ 
lication under consideration. It was 
published purely as a matter of news, 
which tlio correspondents had been 
eager to get for a long time, but had 
been denied the opportunity of get¬ 
ting. When this opportunity was final¬ 
ly given to them they seised it with 
avidity and iwth no thought other thin 
It will be a front page, scareheau mat¬ 
ter. This was natural. Orchard, the 
chief actor In the tragedy that was 
perpetrated In the murder of ex-Gov. 
Steunenberg, had betru denied to nil 
newspaper men for months. No one 
had heard anything nu.hnrltathe 
about him. Ho became mysterlou 
Speculation concerning him was in¬ 
dulged In. Reports of his physical and 
mental breakdown were circulated and 
found their way Into the pre?s. Any 
wonder that newspaper correspondents 
should wish to see and interview him? 
Any wonder the newspapers should 
overlook the impropriety of publishing 
such Interviews at this time? The 
Associated Press and others became ro 
insistent to see him that their re'jue d 
was finally granted. I am able to state 
and do state this privilege was granted 
them solely because of their repeated 
request—the slow yielding to their per¬ 
sistency. 

*’It never even entered the minds of 
those who granted this privilege that 
there could bo anything Improper In 
their action and no improper motive 
actuated them. 

“I want to emphasize that my Inves¬ 
tigation absolutely disproves any Im¬ 
proper motives on the part of anyone 
who permitted these Interviews. That 
the other statements contained In the 
publications under consideration were 
not made at this particular ttm* with 
any Improper intentldn is also further 


law will permit, and I promise to make 
every effort within my power and au¬ 
thority toward a rigid enforcement of 
the same and to bring before the proper 
court every Infraction of the same re¬ 
gardless of who the offender shall be."

RIOTING ALL OVER THE TOWN. 


HEAD CRUSHED BY FALL 

FROM MOVING TRAIN. 


Paducah, Ky., May 18.—[Special.]— 
Stepping off a passenger train of the I. 
C. rallorad before It had come to a 
standstill. Frank Wade. of Horse 
Branch, a passenger. wns thrown vio¬ 
lently to the ground with such force 
as to splinttor his left arm below the 
shoulder and crush the back of his 
head, early this morning. He was 
brought to the I. C. Railroad hospital 
here, where ho died this afternoon. 
Wade leaves a wife and three children 
it his home In Horse Branch. 


Evansville. Ind., May 18.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—In spite of the fact that Mayor 
John W. Boehne and the Board of 
Safety swore in a large number of dep¬ 
uties last night, rioting has continued In 
all parts of the city to-day and the 
street cars manned by non-union men 
have failed to run on achedlue time. 
At 5 o’clock this afternoon all cars 
were taken off and will not bo run un¬ 
til Sunday niornjng. At this time there 
Is no prospect of an early settlement 
of the street ear strike, although a 
committee from the local carmen’s 
union met the Strike Labor Commis¬ 
sioners and the Ptrcet car officials in 
conference to-night. All day the street 
car officials contended that they would 
refuse to consider any compromise with 
the recognition cf the union attached. 

John Retd, a Chicago strike breaker, 
who was associated with Boss Farley In 
the last great car strike in Chicago, 
arrived In the city this morning with 
on the cars. Several strike breakers 


also arrived from St. Louis and Cin¬ 
cinnati. At this time there >tre eighty 
strike breakers in the city who are eith¬ 
er running the cars or learning how. 
All the cars that were operated to-day 
carried four men, tw f o In the rear and 
two In front. At an early hour this 
morning two attempts were made to 
wreck cars. Heavy timbers were placed 
across the tracks at Second avenue and 
Ohio street and large rocks were found 
on the track at St. Joseph avenue and 
Maryland street. Trolley wires were 
cut on Fulton avenue and for several 
hours the cars were unable to run. 
Stones, pieces of coal and eggs were 
hurled at the cars as they passed many 
corners and window lights were broken. 
The cars have been empty all day save 
for the conductors and motor men im¬ 
ported to run them. 

The police officials asked the car com¬ 
pany not to operate the cars Sunday 
as they feared violence, but the com¬ 
pany would not agree to this. They 
agreed, however, not to run the cars 
Sunday night. Numerous strike break¬ 
ers were induced by union leaders to 
leave the city during the day. 

Chief of Police Brennecke Is doing 
his utmost to keep down violence, but It 
is openly charged that some of the pa¬ 
trolmen are Indifferent and sympathize 
with the strikers and are failing to do 
their duty. It Is known that twenty 
private detectives have been brought 
here by the street car company, and 
they closely shad ow t he patrolmen.

Dispatcher to Dun's Review' from branch 
offices of R. G. Dun & Co., located In tho lead¬ 
ing agricultural districts Indicate that th# prin¬ 
cipal crops ora several wee** late In many 
States because of tho backward season, but 
much of tho lost ground may bo regained 
should th# next few weeks provide favorable 
as to temperature and sunshine. 

At worn# points there Is not expected more 
75 per cent, of lost year's winter wheat 
crop, although th# original acruags was ex¬ 
ceptionally kirgo. but much has been plowed 
up and planted In corn and oats. Tho weather 
Is improving, and som# State* hav# only suf¬ 
fered a lor* equivalent to th# Increased acre¬ 
age. so that comkUon* are often found to be 
about normal, except that tho crop Is lata. 
Gold weather has retarded work at th# North- 
weak and the spring wheat crop Is decidedly 
backward although there is no certainty of 
extensive mm as yet. The corn crop seems to 
be about average, slow progress in some m*U<* 
being neutralized by favorable coodKJon* else¬ 
where, and it la prubabl# that the acreage 
will be unusually heavy because of' the corn 
that has been substituted for other crops aban¬ 
doned. Oats have rottwl un some low lauds 
because of heavy rams, but un high ground 
the crop looks wall and meet •— *rt* ar# favor¬ 
able. Heavy rains in mar ^nuthum States 
«nd hailstorms In Texas hav* ruined much of 
th# early planted cotton, but this L being re¬ 
planted in most cases and the second crop Is 
Tixitwui g good progress at many points. Weather 
conditions have boon mure favorable of late 
and continued high temperature would eoon 
moke the outlook more normal.

Hut th# present universal prontrathm of do- 
mxnd for socurUka moke It evident that soriio 
more general cause lies at the root of the pres¬ 
ent Inaction. The course of event* Indicates 
that the qu»*Uon of aduquato supply of liqui¬ 
dation of oopttal to supply the requirement* 
for plans of extorugon of enterprises, together 
with tho active need* of trade activity, Is stili 
unsolved to tho satisfaction of the financial 
c<immunity. There is a general foiling that 
th# present comparative ease In the money 
market is partly Ulualve, and Is dependent 
UlH.m th* withholding of Uerrauvls for new cap¬ 
ital, which are ready to com# forward on any 
favorable opportuity. The Union Pacific flnon- 
clai plan was followed this week by th# an¬ 
nouncement of th# Delaware and Hudson equip¬ 
ment note lavue and the General Electric o a 
vertlblo bond Issue and by intimations of 1 
plan for additional capital by th# Chesapeake 
ami Ohio. Tho underwriting of the Union Pa¬ 
cific convertible bond b»uo has not availed 
to chvek a downward tendency In the quota¬ 
tions fur the new securities, when bsued. which 
are dealt In on the curb market. Th# depress 
ing effect extend* also to other and older secu¬ 
rities which aro over*h*oow«d by the ad¬ 
vantages offered by newer Issues. 

The heaviness and lethargy of the bond 
market is ascribed to the effect of the newer 
Issue# and th# prospect of #UU others. The 
London market Is affected In th# same way. 
successive now issue# serving to depress oWer 
securities. Including consols. Which have re¬ 
ceded to near the low level for recent lssu<s. 
The congestion of oapltal issue# and the slug¬ 
gishness of their absorption ar# thus plainly 
evident. In spit# of the apparent eas# of ths 
money markets. Money marxeu. In fact, have 
inclined to harden, and lax** on ordinary col¬ 
lateral for th# longer perlois have advanced 
appreciably. 

The halt In tho securities market Is Involved 
to aome extent, of course, with th# uncertain¬ 
ties over tho year's crape. That a considerable 
shortage will bo shown In th# year’# wheat 
crops Mem* assured. Ths active speculation 
which has resulted In the grain market# ha* 
diverted a largo amount of the habitual spec¬ 
ulative activity from securities to grain, and 
cotton aieo ha# absorbed Us share of this In¬ 
terest. The bearing of the wheat shortage on 
this country'* prospects, howevor. Is not y»t 
defined, and this accounts for the varying 
effect of the price fluctuations of wheat on 
stocks. The stouk market is most sensitive at 
pr*j#ent to th# nerwa of our own spring wheat 
crop- With a large deficiency In European 
wheat crops Indicated, and the low condition 
and large winter-killed acreage of our own 
winter wheat crop disclosed by tho figure# of 
tho Agricultural Department, the porsibl# out¬ 
put of spring wheat becomes a question of ex¬ 
ceptional Importance. Ths lat# season and th# 
delay In th# seeding of spring wheat give un¬ 
usual speculative conditions to th# Question 
of tho final outcome. 

Tho Influence of bad crop now* on stocks is 
constantly modified, also, by th# consideration 
of tho unusually large percentage of last year's 
abundant crops which Is held tn reserve, and 
is gfsurcd a profitable market by the present 
circumstance* There Is no expectation that 
the stock market will emerge from Its inac¬ 
tivity until th# year's crop# are clearly de¬ 
fined.
